WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The House will act Tuesday on 
the amendment-riddled OPA ex- 
tension bill approved by the Sen- 
ate, 62 to 15, early this morning. 

The measure was cleared by the 
House Rules Committee for con- 
sideration Monday, but Dgmo- 
cratic Leader McCormack said the 
House would take up atomic 
energy legislation Monday and the 
OPA bill the following day. 

The Rules Committee recom- 
mended that the bill be sent to a 
Senate-House conference when it 
comes before the chamber. 

Republican committee members 
indicated they would seek to 
amend the recommendation on the 
floor by moving that the House 
immediately concur in the Senate 
version without sending the Dill 
to conference. Approval of that 


action would send the bill to Presi- 
dent Truman for almost certain 


veto. 

expressed confidence, 
however, that the measure would 
go to conference where they 
could work out a compromise 
with the Senate which Truman 
can sign. 

To Fight for Food Controls, _ 
fessed to see help in the House

Administration leaders ex- 
pressed hope they could get to 
Truman by the end of next week 
@ compromise measure that would 
be acceptable to him and would 
be devoid of provisions that 
caused him to veto an earlier ex- 
tension of OPA June 29. 

The fight centers around Sen- 
ate-voted decontrols on meat, poul- 
try, eggs, butter, cheese, milk and 
other dairy products, cottonseed, 
soybeans, grain, livestock and 
poultry feed and totacco, and re- 
moval of price curbs on petroleum 
as long as supplies meet domestic 
demands. 

House leaders indicated they 
would fight to restore controls to 
 g@ll those itenis. 

“If we can do that,” one Demo- 
erat toid reporters, “I believe the 
bill will be in shape for the Presi- 
dent to accept. It won't have the 
main things to which he objected 
in his last veto—the pricing 
formula requiring price levels 
equal to those of the tirst half of 
1941, plus subsequent increases in 
production costs.” 

Attitude of Republicans. 

Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, apparently held the key 
to the bill's fate. Other than to 
observe that the vetoed measure 
appeared “stronger” than the new 
bill, Wolcott made no comment.

NEGRO SAYS HE’D 
GIVE HIS HAND FOR 
U.S.. WINS -VOTE 


Tells Registrar He Doesn’t 
Know Form of Government, 
but Pays Taxes. 


ATLANTA, July 13 (AP) — A 
76-year-old Negro who testified he 
would cut off his hand for his 
government if necessary won the 
right to vote today at next 
Wednesday’s Democratic primary 
election in Georgia. 
John Baskin, walking with a 
cane and speaking with difficulty, 
was oné of many Negroes whose 
registration is being challenged 
at hearings before the Fulton 
county (Atlanta) Registrar. 
Answering questions, he said he 
did not know under what form of 
government the nation operates 
but that he owned property and 
had always paid his taxes. Asked 
what his obligations were to his 
government, the aged Negro held 
up his hand and declared proudly: 
“To give that hand to them if 
they need it.” 
Deputy Registrar Ellis McClel- 
land overruled objections of an 
attorney representing the chal- 
lenger, Horace H. Scoggins Jr., 
and held Baskin entitled to his 
ballot, 
Hearings on challenges of Ne- 
groes are under way in many of 
Georgia's counties, Negro leaders 
asserting that more than 20,000 
of their race have been chal- 
lenged. <A, United States court 
suit filed yesterday at Bruns- 
wick charged a .“statewide con- 
spiracy” in the challenges to bar 
Negro voting. 


SABATH CHANGES HIS MIND, 
VOTES FOR LOAN TO BRITAIN 


Representative Opens Debate With 
Speech Against It, Then 
Supports It. 

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
Chairman Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, 
of the Rules Committee, opened 
House debate on the $3,750,000,000 
British loan. Monday with a state- 
ment that “for the first time in 
13 years I am unable to support 
the administration.” Today he 
voted for the loan ratification bill. 
He told the House: 

“Since I made that speech I 
have observed that some of the 
outstanding British tories are 
criticising and opposing the loan. 
Consequently, I came to the con- 
clusion that the defeat of the loan 
would be capitalized by that re- 
actionary group against the pres- 
ent labor government, in an effort 
to overthrow it.” 


PAGKERS PREDIC! 
BEEF, PORK PRICE 
DROP TOMORROW 


Say Progressive Retail 
Declines Will Be Due to 
Rise in Supplies From 
Larger Firms. 


A progressive decline fn the 


prices of beef and pork is expect- 
ed to start in retail stores tomor- 
row, spokesmen for large packing 
companies told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. The price reduction, 
they said, will be due to an in- 
creased supply from the larger 
companies, which last week 
slaughtered more animals than 
they had in the entire previous 
six-month period. 

Beef and pork prices, which 
yesterday ranged at about 75 cents 
a pound for choice porterhouse 
steaks and the same for choice 
pork loins, will level out and be- 
come stable toward the end of 
this week, the spokesmen said. 


This leveling-out condition 
should prevail until the end of 
this month, when it is expected 
that pork prices will again soar 
upward, because of an anticipated 
scarcity of hogs. Hog producers, 
it was explained, are rushing 
their stock to market now to 
“cash in” on the high prices. 

They are not, however, replen- 
ishing their stocks, Government 
purchases of grain for shipment 
to Europe, packers’ agents said, 
has caused a shortage of feed. 
This shortage has discouraged 
some producers from raising ad- 
ditional stock, 

The poultry market in the St. 
Louis area was glutted yesterday 
with .heavy supplies of spring 
chickens. Retail dealers reported 
late yesterday that the chickens, 
which were priced at OPA ceil- 
ings, remained on their shelves. 
Housewives bought beef and pork, 
but refused to buy chickens, even 
though dressed and drawn they 
were 58 cents a pound as com- 
pared to 68 cents last week. 

Tomato prices yesterday dropped 
$2.50 to $3 a box on Produce Row. 
The decrease, produce men said, 
was caused by heavy receipts and 
an indifferent market. Prices 
were $1.50 to $2 a box, On Friday 
they were selling for $4 and $5

Atom Bomb Expected to Leave 
Lagoon Bottom Dry for Instant

KINLEY, July 13 (AP)—Scientists 
expect wean magic to be con- 
jured by Bikini’s second atomic 
bomb, such as rolling back the 
waters of the lagoon like a Bibli- 
cal Red Sea.

He Says U.S. Accepted 
Compromises on Some 
European Questions to 
Avoid ‘A Clash Nobody 
Wants.’

PARIS, July 13 (AP)—Secretary 
of State James F.. Byrnes said to- 
day he would report to his nation 
Monday night on results of the 
month-long foreign ministers con- 
ference in which he said the 
United States accepted some com- 
promises on European treaty pro- 


posals to avoid a “clash that no- 
body wants.” 

Byrnes, last of the three visit- 
ing foreign ministers to leave 
France, flew from Orly field on 
the presidential plane, the Sacred 
Cow, at 1:55 p.m. (7:55 a.m., St. 
Louis time), bound for Iceland 
and Washington. Those accom- 
panying him included Senators 
Tom Connally (Dem.), Texas, and 
Arthur H. Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, and their wives. 

British Foreign Secretary Ern- 
est Bevin departed two hours 
earlier. The Soviet foreign minis- 
ter, V. M. Molotov, took off for 
Moscow early in the morning. The 
Moscow radio reported his arrival 
tonight. 

Wants Another Meeting. 

Byrnes told a news conference 
before leaving that be would press 
for a new meeting of the foreign 

ur powers after 

pean peace conference, 

whieh convenes here July 29, and 

before the meeting of the United 

Nations in New York, tentatively 
set for Sept. 23. 

‘The fall conference, if held, will 
return once more to the German 
problem. over which the four for- 
eign ministers spent the last four 
days in fruitless wrangling. 

Byrnes said he was optimistic 
that the coming peace conference 
would reach agreement on treaties 
which would end the war in 
Europe. The general prospects 
presently are very bright, he said. 

Touching on one of the major 
decisions of the conference, Byrnes 
said that the internationalization 
of Trieste could well serve ag an 
experiment in international co- 
operation. 

“The nations of the world have 
entered into what is a great ex- 
periment that should determine 
whether it is possible for the 
United Nations, in a situation ‘of 
this kind, to reach a solution,” he 
said. 

Compromises Necessary. 

He did not hesitate to accept 
compromises on the European 
treaties, Byrnes said, because “if 
we had not gotten a treaty we 
would have had a clash that no- 
body wants.” 

Trieste was one of a number of 
compromises reached on vital is- 
sues during the 28-day session. 
The meeting paved the way for 
the 2i-nation peace conference 
which will discuss treaties with 
Italy, Finland, Romania, Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria. At the start 
of the final meeting yesterday the 
ministers received from their dep- 
uties tentative drafts for these 
treaties, agreed to several minor 
changes in the drafts and returned 
them to the deputies, who were 
told to complete the documents by 
Wednesday night. 

The debate on Germany, how- 
ever, failed to produce any appre- 
ciable agreement, and it seemed 
that the Russians had reached a 
definite parting of the ways with 
the Western powers on the admin- 


jistration of the beaten Reich. 


French Concession. 

French Foreign Minister and 
President, Georges Bidault, in a 
remarkahle concession, agreed to 
go along with Byrnes’s proposal for 
a central economic administration 
for Germany, so long as the Saar 
basin was not included, Molotov 
rejected the proposal and asked 
time t» study the French condi- 
tion which was supported both by 
the United States and Britain. 

Byrnes repeated his offer to 
merge the American occupation 
zone .economically with any other 
and the possibility arose that Brit- 
ain might be willing to accept his 
offer as a step toward cutting 
heavy expenditures for breaking 
down zonal exchange barriers. 

In their final session the four 
foreign ministers agreed to let 
the peace conference make recom- 
»mendations on a series of still- 
disputed questions in the treaty 
drafts, including the important is- 
sue. of free navigation on the 
Danube and a number of rela- 
tively minor economic clauses, 
most of them in the Italian and 
Romanian treaties, 

The Americans felt, however, 
that the delegates to the peace 
conference would strive to alter 
a number of decisions of the for- 
eign ministers, particularly those 
which deal with Trieste and Ital- 
ian reparations, and would at- 
tempt to write a solution for the

50 TONS OF ARMY 
RADIOS REPORTED 
SMASHED. JUNKED 


Million Dollars Worth of 
Equipment Said to 


$644—Some New. 


ATLANTA, July 13 (AP)—The 
Atlanta Journal said tonight that 
50 tons of Army radios and radio 
equipment, “bearing signs of hav- 
ing been smashed deliberately 
with hammers and hacked with 
axes,’ are being unloaded here as 
junk, 

The newspaper quoted a “young 
Atlantain who served as a radio 
operator in the Navy” as saying 
after his examination of the ma- 
terial that much of it was new. 
He estimated the equipmerit cost 
$1,000,000, 

The Journal said the junk was 
purchased by the Atlanta Steel 
Supply Corporation for $12.88 a 
ton, or a total of $644, 

The newspaper said the equip- 
ment came from Warner-Robins 
Field at Macon, Ga., and quoted 
Capt. H. R. Daniels, Public Re- 
lations officer there, as saying: 

“Most of the material was ob- 
solete as far back as 1939, 1940 and 
1941. It is all Army stuff, and it 
is a fact that salvage of parts suit- 
able for commercial use would be 
more expensive to the government 
than it is to sell it as junk. 

“Some of it likely is classified 
(secret) equipment mutilated 
under Army regulations as a se- 
curity measure, And it is prob- 
able that if the equipment were 
salvaged and placed on the market, 
it would have resulted in the loss 
of many jobs in commercial plants 
manufacturing radios and parts.” 

The Journal said many of the 
radios appeared “to have been 
smashed and hacked just enough 
to permit disposal by the Army as 
junk,”

Additional $180,000 Seized by 
FBI to Be Turned Over 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The Germang used evéry tftick— 
including a woman who had 
$10,000 stuffed in her girdle—in 
attempts to smuggle money to 
their spies in this country during 
the war. 

The Department of Justice an- 
nounced today that $180,000 in 
cash and valuables headed off be- 
fore it got to the Nazi agents is 
now ready to be turned over to 
the Alien Property Custodian. 
This brings to $366,000 the 
amount of spy money collected 
by the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and deposited in the 
Treasury general fund, 

Most of the money was sent 
over in United States currency, 
but attempts were made to smug- 
gle a diamond ring, some rare 
stamps and expensive watches, 
too. 


MAN JAILED FOR REFUSING 
TO EVICT TENANTS FREED 


Spent 18 Days in Custody; Last 
Family Out of Building Con- 
demned as Unsafe. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. July 13 
(AP)—Morris Z. Davis. the Louis- 
ville landlord who went to jail 
18 days ago because he refused to 
evict three tenants from a con- 
demned . building, was released 
from custody today. 


The last of the three families 
was evicted from the Davis prop- 
erty yesterday, after Mrs. Davis, 
tired of livng alone while her hus- 
band was in jail, took action to 
have the tenants removed. 


Davis was sent to jail June 25 
after Circuit Judge Gilbert Speck- 
man found him in contempt of 
court for refusing to make the 
tenants move after fire and 
health departments had _ con- 
demned his building as unsafe.

The Soviet Union has persisted 
in the contention that “efforts 
directed to undermine the unan- 
imity of the members of the Se- 
curity Council are incompatible 
with the interests of the United 
Nations.” This statement is inter- 
preted to indicate resolve to con- 
test any effort te alter charter 
articles permitting veto privileges 
on all “matters of substance” to 
five permanent members, China, 
France, the United Kingdom, Rus- 
sia and the United States, 

In support of the plan submit- 
ted by Bernard M. Baruch, 
American representative on the 
commission, requiring elimination 
of veto privilege in atomic affairs, 
the United States exposition set 
forth: 

“The controls established by the 
treaty would be wholly ineffectual 
if the enforcement of security pro- 
visions could be prevented by the 
vote of a state which has signed 
the treaty. Any other conception 
would render the whole principle 
of veto ridiculous. It is intended 
to be an instrument for the pro- 
tection of nations, not a shield 
behind which deception and crimi- 
nal acts can be performed with 
impunity. 

“This in no way impairs the 
doctrine of unanimity. No state 
need be an unwilling party to the 
treaty. But every state which 
freely and willingly becomes a 
party to the treaty, solemnly and 


firmly binds itself to abide by its 
Continued on Page 6, Column 1. 


Ministers Had Time for Humor

PARIS, July 13 (INS)—The for- 
eign ministers of the Big. Four 
powers wrangled and fought dur- 
ing their often stormy confer- 
enceS—but they also laughed. 


Messrs, Bidault, Bevin, Byrnes 
and Molotov often took advantage 
of a chance to get off a joke dur- 
ing the discussions, 


On one occasion, after Bidault 
had succeeded in forming a new 
French Government, he appeared 
at the conference in high spirits. 
British Foreign Minister Bevin 
asked him if he would relinquish 
his post as French foreign min- 
ister since he now was President 
of France. 

Bidault said: “Of course, I will 
stay as foreign minister. I don’t 
want to leave the pleasant com- 
pany of my colleagues.” 

Bevin then turned to United 
States Secretary of State Byrnes 
and commented: 

“You know, I think he is keep- 
ing this job just for the fun of it. 
He is the type of man who would 
go to hell just for the pleasure 
oe Rh.” 

On another occasion, Russian 
Foreign Minister Molotov asked 


that the treaty with Finland be 
completed quickly since it was the 
last item on the agenda. Bevin 
agreed and added: 

“As the Bible says, the last shall 
be first.” 

Molotov replied: 

“I know the Bible is a good 
thing but don’t bring it up here 
among us devils.” 

It was Molotoy again who got 
off probably the best crack when 
Byrnes suggested that the 
treaties worked out ‘should be 
sent to the governments of the 
former enemy countries at the 


soonest possible moment. ; 


Byrnes said he thought this 
would be a good idea so the for- 
mer enemies could have time “to 
cool off” after reading the pro- 
posed treaties, 

Molotov replied that he agreed 
but added he thought coptes also 
should be sent to “our seventeen 
Allies so they will have time to 
get worked up over them.”

(AP)—Congress gave final ' 
approval today to a $3,750,- 
000,000 loan to Great Britain. 
The legislation was sent to 
President Truman by a House 
vote of 219 to 155. 

The Senate aleady had au- 
thorized the huge fund in- 
tended to rehabilitate Eng- 
land’s war-disorganized inter- 
national trade. 

In closing debate, propo- 


nents shouted that the decision 


on aid for the war time ally 
would determine whether the 
world will turn to. Washington 


or Moscow for leadership. 
How Parties Divided, 

Sixty-one Republicans joined 157 
Democrats and one minor party 
member in yoting for ratification 
of the loan urged by President 
Truman, Opposed were 382 Demeo~ 
crats, 122 Republicans and one 
minor party member. 


Russi. loomed large in the 
long and bitter House arguments, 
which éfided with Speaker Ray- 
burn (Dem.), Texas, appealing for 
approval of the credit, lest Eng- 
land and Western Europe “be 
pushed intoan ideology I despise.” 

Final congressional approval 
came after the House had beaten 
219 to 154 an effort to require 
Britain to put up “merchantable” 
collateral, beyond that Govern<

LONDON, ‘July 13 (AP)—Great 
Britain's Labor government to- 
night officially welcomed the $3,- 
750,000,000 United States loan “as 
a sign our American friends want 
to work with us just as we want 
to work with them.” 

In a statement reflecting na- 
tion-wide relief at approval by the 
House of Representatives of the 
long-awaited grant, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Hugh Dalton said 
on behalf of his government: 

“The Amefican Congress has 
approved the loan, This does not 
mean that we can now relax our 
efforts, but it will hasten the time 
when we can once more play our 
full part in a vigorous and expend- 
ing system of inter-zonal trade. 

“T take the approval of the loan 
as a sign that our American 
friends want to work with us just 
as we want to work with them. 

“We have a common interest in 
reviving trade throughout the 
world and providing good stand- 
ards of living for men and women 

here.” 
need Press Resentful. 

Early press and public reaction 
to the granting of the loan in- 
cluded some resentment of criti- 
cisms of Great Britain voiced in 
the United States in the last six 

onths. 

* meeting of the British cab- 
inet was called for Monday to 
discuss a revision of Britain's 
import program in view of the 
loan, informed sources said. 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh, chair- 
man of Lioyds Bank, said the 
granting of the loan was @ “great 
international gesture of common 
sense which, properly used, will 
prove equally beneficent to both 
parties.” 

The Sunday Dispatch said that 
“for us it is a gamble—a gamble 
to the extent of 1,100,000,000 
pounds that by the time the first 
installment is due in December, 
1951, we shall have so far recov- 
ered our overseas trade that re- 
payment will be easy.” 

A front page article in the Sun- 
day Times said that “seven 
months delay in ratifying the 
British loan, accompanied by in- 
creasing inflation in America, has 
reduced the dollar value of the 
credit by between 10 and 25 per 
cent.” 

Optimistic on Effects. 

British officials regard the loan 
as a pump primer which will start 
trade flowing all over the globe 
and return Britain to its prewar 
position as “middleman to the 
world.” 


The approval helps Britain to|” 


dodge some drastic belt-tightening 
because, as a government source 
put it, Britain was “already scrap- 
ing the bottom of the barrel” of 
its dollar resources. 

Trade was trickling across the 
Atlantic in advance. One of the 
first payments from the loan will 
be for a still-undetermined 
amount of goods already in the 
pipeline. 

To John Bull-in-the-street, the 
outward effect of the loan will 
barely be visible. His wife may 
notice it in the grocery stores, for 
part of the money will be spent 
on American dried eggs, canned 
milk, canned fruit and fruit juice. 
There will not be enough of these 
for a splurge on the table; just 
enough to knock 4 little of the 
monotony out of the austere Brit- 
fish diet, which now is below war- 
time levels.

Survey Concludes That U.S. Air Supremacy 
Would Have Brought About Sur- 
render in 1945 by Itself. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
A commission which studied bomb- 
ing effects and other factors told 
President Truman today that Ja- 
pan certainly would have surren- 
dered before the end of 1945 even 
without the atomic bomb, Russia's 
entry into the war or any Allied 
invasion plans. 


Asserting that air supremacy 
was “the major factor which de- 
termined the timing of Japan's 
surrender,” the United States 
Strategic Bombing Survey had 
this to say on other points, in a 
report to the President: 


The Atomic Bomb—Brought 
“further urgency and lubrica- 
tion” to peacemaking machinery. 

Russia's Entry—“Neither de- 
feated Japan nor materially 
hastened the acceptance of sur- 
render.” 

The Invasion Threat—“Antici- 
pated landings were even viewed 
by the military with hope that 
they would afford a means of in- 
flicting casualties sufficiently 
high to improve their chances 
of a negotiated peace.” 

Some Saw Defeat Early, 
Some Japanese leaders recog- 
nized as early as the spring of 
1944 that “Japan was facing ulti- 
mate defeat,” said the report made 
public today by the White House. 
“The time lapse between mili- 
tary impotence and political ac- 
ceptance of the inevitable might 
have been shorter,” the report 
said, “had the political structure 
of Japan permitted a more rapid 
and decisive determination of na- 
tional policies. 

“It seems clear, however, that 
air supremacy and its exploitation 
over Japan proper was the major 
factor which determined the tim- 
ing of Japan's surrender and obvi- 
ated any need for invasion. 
“Based on a detailed investiga- 
tion of all the facts and supported 
by the testimony of the surviving 
Japanese leaders involved, it is 
the survey’s opinion that certainly 
prior to Dec, 31, 1945, and in all 
probability prior to Nov. 1, 1945, 
Japan would have surrendered 
even if the atomic bombs had not 
been dropped, even if Russia had 
not entered the war, and even if 
no invasion had been planned or 
contemplated.” 

1150 on Survey Staff. 

The report summarized the 
findings of a staff of 1150 ci- 
vilians. and Army and Navy offi- 
cers and enlisted men who start- 
ed work in Japan in September 
1945, a few weeks after Japan's 
fall. Headed by Franklin d’Olier, 
former national commander of the 
American Legion, the 12-member 
survey earlier sttdied and _ re- 
ported cn the effects of the aerial 
attack on Germany. 

By questioning ‘more than 700 
apanese military, Government 
and industrial officials and trans- 
lating many documents, the sur- 
vey put together a narrative re- 
port of “Japan's struggle to end 
the war.” 


Asserting that Emperor Hiro- 


hito and his chief political and 
naval advisers had decided as 
early as May 1945 that the war 
must be ended on any terms, the 
report set out these factors as 
“principal contributions to sur- 
render”: 


1. Blockade of Japan’s séa 
communications exploited the 
basic vulnerability of an island 
enemy which, with inherently 
second-power resources, was 
struggling to enlarge its ca- 
pabilities by milking the raw 
materials of a rich conquered 
area, United State submarines 
sank 55 per cent of the total of 
Japanese merchant shipping 
lost, Navy and Army air forces 
sank 40 per cent, 


2. Concurrent military oper- 
ations .. . formed shears that 
scissored Japan’s military po- 
tential into an ineffectual rem- 
nant. 


3. Fear of home island bomb- 
ing was persuasive to the po- 
litical leaders even before its 
direct effects could be felt. News 
of the B-29 and its intended 
capabilities reached Japan in 
1943, 

4. The expected invasion 
“raised few fears which expe- 
dited the decision to surrender 
beforehand” despite the notion 
in some quarters that it -might 
be turned to Japanese account. 

5. So long as Germany re- 
mained in the war that fact con- 
tributed to the core of Japanese 
resistance. There is slight evi- 
‘dence that some hope was ‘held 
for a long-promised German 
miracle weapon, 


6. The Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki atomic bombs did not de- 
feat Japan, nor by the testi- 
mony of the enemy leaders who 
ended the war did they persuade 
Japan to accept unconditional 
surrender, 


7. Russia’s entry into the Pa- 
cific war two days after the 
Hiroshima bomb dropped neith- 
er defeated Japan nor materially 
hastened the acceptance of sur- 
render, 


Admiral’s Conclusion, 


A conclusion that Japan could 
not win was presented to naval 
leaders in March 1944 by R. Adm. 
Soichi Takagi, the report said, aft- 
er he had made a study of the 
war’s battle lessons, 

“Takagi’s study, interestingly 
enough,” the survey commented, 
“was undertaken at the:-end of 
the second year of the war—the 
time beyond which, the Japanese 
Navy’s top command had estimat- 
ed before hostilities, Japan could 
not fight a successful war.”

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)—

MEXICO CITY, July 13 (AP)

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announced at Washington that the 
price index for 28 basic commodi-

first two weeks of the European 


war, the bureau said. 

Hide prices were up 15 per cent, 
lard 21 per cent, and: hogs three 
per cent, the bureau said. 

Prices on choice livestock were 
at record levels at tWo stockyards. 

Most yards had no Saturday 
trade or little that would show 
any positive trends, but at Omaha 
a record $23 that for the yard was 
paid for 22 head of 1161-pound 
steers, up 25 cents from yesterday. 
Des Moines reported a record 
high price of $16.75 pe: hundred- 
weight for sows. The market in 
fowa and southern Minnesota was 
strong to $1 higher than yester- 
day. 

Anti-Buying Strikes. 

Denver residents were the 
latest to plan demonstrations 
against higher prices.

June 30. 
At Mansfield, O., housewives 
bought margarine to protest 
against butter prices, which have 
gone as high as 81 cents a pound. 
One grocer said he had not been 
able to sell one pound of his 15- 
pound supply, but margarine sold 
well a. 22 to 28 cents a pound. 

Butter prices dropped at Port- 
land, Ore., after consumers held 
a meeting to organize a continu- 
ous buyers’ strike.

This replaced a provision of the 
original measure—inserted at the 
insistence of Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio—declaring that ceilings must 
assure individual producers, proc- 
essors and manufacturers prices 
equal to those of the first six 
months of 1941, plus any subse- 
quent weighted average increase 
in unit costs throughout the in- 
dustry, 

Otherwise the measure extends 
the OPA and price control until 
next June 30; grants an additional 
billion dollars for food subsidies; 
prohibits any food subsidies after 
next April 1, and establishes an in- 
dependent three-man _ control 
board empowered to approve high- 
er. price ceilings than recom- 
mended by OPA or the Secretary 
of Agriculture.

BY US. PATROL 


Deaths Occurred in Brief 


Skirmishes Near Mor- 
gan Line, American 
Announcement Says. { 


TRIESTE, July 13 (AP)—Two 
Yugoslav soldiers were killed by 


an American patrol last night in . 


brief skirmishes near the Morgan 
line, and today American troops 
in the area of the zonal boundary 
were placed on the alert. 

The United States Eighty-eighth 
Division announced that two sep- 
arate Yugoslav patrols opened 
fire on the American patrol in- 
vestigating a Yugoslav violation 


of the Morgan lines, which divides 
Yugoslav and American-British 
zones of occupation in disputed 
Venezia Giulia. 

The announcement from divi- 
sion headquarters in Gorizia said 
the skirmishes took place when 
Yugoslavs crossed the Morgan 
line near Aurisina in the Isonzo 
river valley, about five miles 
northwest of here. 

One Yugoslav soldier was killed 
in the first exchange of fire. The 
other was killed later when an- 
other Yugoslav patrol “which ap- 
parently was intent on ambushing 
the United States patrol” was en- 
countered, the announcement 
said, 

Meanwhile, Trieste itself re 
mained quiet as the general strike 
which for 12 days paralyzed most 
of the industry in Occupation 
Zone “A,” the British-American 
zone, ended at midnight.

Television will be broadcast in 
metropolitan St. Louis early next 
year by KSD, the Post-Dispatch 
radio station. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission granted 
permission Friday to the Pulitzer 
Publishing Co., owner of KSD and 
the Post-Dispatch, to construct 
facilities for sight-and-sound 
transmission. 

Broadcasts of black-and-white 
images are expected to be on the 
air here before March 1947. The 
effective range of these programs 
will be within 35 to 40 miles of 


downtown St. Louis—an area in- 
habited by 1,461,478 persons. Lim- 
ited demonstrations of the new 
radio medium are planned for 
this fall, when television programs 
will be sent by wire to receiving 
sets placed in department stores 
and other public places. 

Complete television equipment 
has been ordered from Radio Cor- 
poration of America, and part of 
the equipment already has been 
delivered to KSD. A television 
transmitter tower is expected to 
be constructed on top of the 
Post-Dispatch annex on Olive 
street, and the annex will house 
temporary television studios. 

F. M. Broadcasts Planned. 

Introduction of television is 
@©nly one phase of KSD’s expan- 
sion program. The station intends 
to produce frequency modulation 
(F.M.) broadcasts, which - provide 
exceptional tone reproduction, free 
from static and interference. Fre- 
quency modulation also will be 
used as the sound accompaniment 
for television. 

In addition, KSD is purchasing 
R.C.A. transmitting equipment 
which will allow higher fidelity 
standard sound broadcasting, and 
will build a new transmitter tower 
and control room for this service 
somewhere outside of the down- 
town area. Standard broadcasts 
are planned for 5000 watts power 
day and night, an increase in 
night-time power. Frequency mod- 
ulation power is expected to be 
36,600 watts, and television 18,150 
watts. These stronger signals are 
necessary to compensate for the 
shorter range of high frequency 
F. M. and television waves. 

KSD’s application for a televi- 
sion license proposes a maximum 
of 28 hours of visual broadcasting 
a week. Following the first dem- 
onstrations and experimentation, 
television programs probably will 
include news illustrated with 
charts and photographs; on-the- 
spot pickups of news, sporting 
events and public meetings; enter- 
tainment by way of drama and 
music; street scenes and inter- 
views and educational programs 
using models, maps and charts. 

Television advertising, as de 
veloped in New York in recent 
years, tends to production of shop- 
pers’ guide programs, which illus- 
trate the use of various products. 
An entirely new advertising field 
is opened b 
practical demonstration. New 
York television fans encountered 
an amusing example of this when, 
fn one broadcast, two men used 
a pair of “non-rip” overalls in a 
tug-of-war. The cloth ripped un- 
expectedly, but the deft announcer 
remarked, “Anyhow, this proves 
that television doesn’t lie.” 

The recent televising of the 
Louis-Conn fight was sent by 
coaxial cable and special relay 
systems to four Eastern cities, 
and was a victory for the advo- 
cates of immediate commercial 
use of black-and-white television. 
Besides winning an enthusiastic 
response from viewers, this dem- 
onstration is thought to have en- 
couraged production of television 
receiving sets. 

Even before this success, the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion predicted that at least 114,312 
television sets would be produced 
within eight months, and indica- 
tions were that production would 
go beyond that figure. 

Price at $150 Minimum. 

Prices probably will run from a 
minimum of $150 for small table 
models. For example, one manu- 
facturer is about to offer a small 
receiver with a five-inch television 
screen for $134.50, and a large 
console model with a 12-inch 
screen, plus standard broadcast 
reception and automatic record 
changer, for $700. 

Nation-wide network television 
may become available in 1948, 
through use of coaxial cable now 
under construction. A coaxial cable 
is a highly expensive transmission 
system. It is a wire conductor 
within a cylindrical tube, which 
will conduct 480 one-way telephone 
messages at one time, and is the 
only wire system capable of dis- 
tant transmission of the wide 
bands of frequencies used in tele- 
vision. Visual programs already 
have been sent by cable through 
New York, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington, and by radio relay trans- 
mitters to Schenectady, N.Y. 

The National Broadcasting Co. 
hopes to have a network from 
New York to Chicago by Janu- 
ary, 1948. The American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. has virtu- 
ally completed a coaxial cable 
from St. Louis to Terre Haute, 
Ind., and will construct a link 
from there to Chicago. St. Louis 
may trade programs with Chicago 
before it receives them from New 
York. é; 

Another cable is partially built 
and partially under construction 
from New York to Los Angeles, 
through Jackson, Miss., whence 
a connection will run to St. Louis. 
A. T. & T. hopes to have this 
completed, coast to coast, by the

Louis link are less definite, 
New television equipment or- 
dered or obtained by KSD in- 
cludes cameras of the new R.C.A. 
image-orthicon type, so sensitive 
that they can pick up images on 
dark streets, by use of infra-red 
light rays. The television control 
room for KSD will have monitor- 
ing equipment capable of dissolv- 
ing one television camera image 
into another, and modulators for 
light and shadow. The control 
panel will have three television 
screens to reproduce pictures re- 
ceived from cameras placed at dif- 
ferent angles and distances from 
the subject. The program director 
will determine which views are to 
be broadcast and when, 


Standard studio equipment for 
television includes a quantity of 
stage properties, fluorescent and 
incandescent lighting and adjust- 
able ceiling and movable floor 
lights. Special projection booths 
will be required for broadcasting 
motion picture films. 

For programs received outside 
the studio, KSD will purchase a 
mobile unit. RCA plans to con- 
struct streamlined trucks to carry 


portable cameras and to transmit 


both sound and television. These 
pickups will be sent to the studio 
for rebroadcast either by direct 
wire or by. special relay transmit-

' Quayters — Three Sa- 
cred Monkeys and Many 
Birds Added to Collec- 


tion. 


The laundry problem, familiar 
to St. Louis housewives, also had 
been bothering the 10 black-foot 
penguins which arrived at the 
Zoo in Forest Park yésterday with 
a collection of African and South 
American animals and birds. 

, Because of the lack of adequate 
washing facilities en route from 
the southern tip of South Amer- 
ica, the penguins’ breasts were a 
smudged yellow when they ar- 
rived here, instead of presenting 
the spotlessly white dress-shirted 
appearance familiar to the breed. 
Gus Abenthrodt, head of the bird 
house, placed the penguins beside 
a newly constructed pool in the 
flightless wing of the Bird House. 


The penguins dove into the pool, 
10 birds as one. As it turned out, 
the edge of the pool was too 


steep, but Abenthrodt fixed that 
with some well-placed stones, 
after the penguins had floundered 
around, trying to get out -again. 
Their first bath bleached the pen- 
guins’ “shirt fronts” a shade 
lighter and Abenthrodt guessed 
it would be only a matter of time 
until they were faultlessly clean. 


Meanwhile, having had only 
frozen sardines on the trip north, 
the penguins relished their first 
meal of fresh fish, consuming be- 
tween them two plates of fish in 
no more than five minutes, 
Unloading some 15-odd poison- 
ous snakes wag accomplished by 
Moody J, R. Lentz, herpetologist 
at the Zoo, without mishap. The 
gaboon vipers, the same breed 
that bit and almost cost the life of 
Marlin Perkins, a former curator 
of the Reptile House, in 1928, were 
lifted to their cage with a stout 
hooked stick.

The slender, fast little 
green mambas from Africa, as 
were the vipers, had to be handled 
more carefully and were carried 
inside the cage in their boxes be- 
fore the boxes were opened.

AT COUNTY GAS 
UNION ELECTR 


AFL Group Rejects Con- 

tract Offers, Sets Fri- 

day Midnight Deadline 
to Meet Demands. 


The AFL Operating Engineers, 
Local 148, has announced that its 
members will cease work at mid- 
night Friday at the plants of the 
Union Electric Co. and its subsid- 
lary, the St, Louis County Gas 
Co. unless the company meets the 
union’s demands for a new con- 
tract, 

Contract counter proposals made 
by the utility were rejected 
unanimously by the union Friday 
night. The threatened strike 
would cut off all electricity in the 
metropolitan area and gas in St. 
Louis County. One _ exception 
would be current and gas for hos- 
pitals which the operating engi- 
neers agreed to supply. 


Fred W. Carter, president of the 
local, said the men had not taken 
a strike vote. They took the po- 
sition, he added, that they will 
not work after 11:59 p.m, Friday 
without a contract. The last con- 
tract expired June 30. It was ex- 
tended through last Friday when 
the men voted another week’s 
extension. 

700 at Meeting. 

More than 700 members of the 
local attended a meeting Friday 
night at Carpenter’s Hall, 
North Grand boulevard. 

Wages are not an issue in the 
present contract negotiations. Last 
January, Carter said, the operat- 
ing engineers were granted in- 
creases of 12 cents an hour after 
which they stipulated not to make 
new wage demands when the then 
current contract expired at the 
end of last month. They will not 
negotiate for wages until next 
January, he said. 

The principal issues in conten- 
tion at present are methods of set- 
tling grievances and a readjust- 
ment of the premium paid to em- 
ployes who work on rotating 
shifts. 

Rejected All Proposals. 

Carter said the union rejected 
the company’s proposals summar- 
ily. They considered no single one 
of them acceptable, he said. On 
the question of settling grievances, 
the company has proposed arbitra- 
tion, but the union demands reten- 
tion of the former practice of joint 
negotiation, Carter explained.

Dr. Compton and Mrs. Roosevelt 
On Group to Study U. S. Colleges 


Truman Appoints Commission of 30 on 
Higher Education to Examine Aims, 
Facilities of Institutions. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (UP)— 
President Truman today ap- 
pointed Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton of 
Washington University and 28 
others to a national commission 
on higher education to examine 
the aims, methods and facilities 
of the nation’s colleges and uni- 
versities. 

George F. Zook, president of 
the American Council on Educa- 
tion, was named chairman of the 
commission, Its members include 
educators, prominent journalists 
and representatives of religious 
groups and organized labor.

ONLY 1126 VOTERS 
APPEAR ON LAST 
DAY TO REGISTER 


4000 to 5000 Names Usu- 
ally Listed—Total of 
390,537 Now Eligible 
for Primary. 


An unusually small number of 
persons appeared at the office of 
the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners yesterday, the last day for 
registering prior to the Aug. 6 
primary election, Arthur M. Sulli- 
van, chief clerk in the election 
office, reported that only 1126 
persons registered, bringing the 
total number of registered voters 
to 390,537. 

Usually from 4000 to 5000 per- 
sons register on the last day, Sulli- 
van said. The record number of 
persons registered here on any 
final registration day was about 
7000, he said, 

Only 12,159 persons registered in 
the last four days. This includes 
the 8447 persons added to the reg- 
istration rolls Wednesday in the 
special ward registration. 

2500 Transfers Received. 

A total of 2500 applications for 
transfer were received at the elec- 
tion office yesterday, bringing the 
total number of such applications 
received during the week to 7000. 
Yesterday also was the last day 
for transferring, except that per- 
sons moving in the next two 
weeks will have until July 27 to 
appear at the election office and 
apply in person for a transfer.

NEW YORK, July 13—A state- 
ment by Cardinal August Hlond, 


Catholic primate of Poland, blam- 
ing Jews in the Polish Govern- 
ment for creating “dangerous ten- 
sions” which -incited the Kielce 
pogrom, was attacked today in 
statements by representatives of 
the Protestant Inter-faith Com- 
mittee and the Interim Committee 
of the American Jewish Confer- 
ence, 

The cardinal’s statement “can- 
not but shock the sensibilities of 
all decent Americans of every 
faith,” said the Protestant state- 
ment, signed by Kenneth Leslie, 
Gerald Richardson, Joseph Brainin 
and the Rev. Ben Richardson, 

“Certainly American Catholics 
will be surprised and horrified to 


think that a great leader of their 
church charges the Jewish victims 
with being responsible for their 
own murder because forsooth he 
does not happen to like the pres- 
ent government of Poland and 
that government happens to in- 
clude a number of Jews in lead- 
ing positions,” it said. 

Henry Monsky, chairman of the 
Jewish group, said in his state- 
ment that “to justify the murder 
of Jews by the allegation that 
Jews ‘occupy the leading positions 
in Poland’s government’ is tanta- 
mount to absolving the murderers 
of their guilt. ... 

“Furthermore, the statement 
carries with it the implication 
that the price which Polish Jews 
must pay for the protection of 


life and property is ponenrinee 
tion in public service... . e 
refuse to believe that this state-| 
ment represents the views of the 
Catholic Church.”

undertakings, Such undertakings 
would become illusory if the guar- 
antee against their breach resided 
solely in the conscience of the one 
‘who commits the breach.” 

Nature of Treaty. 

It was pointed out that law gov- 
erning world atomic control would 
be created by treaty. At the same 
time and within the same conver 
tion, an atomic development au- 
thority would be established with 
powers to enforce all treaty regu- 
lations and punish transgressors. 

Thus, on occasion when the con- 
duct of the authority would be 
subject to consideration by the 
Security Council, the topics by 
their nature would be “matters of 
procedure,” not “matters of sub- 
stance.” The same rule would ap- 
ply to the General Assembly where 
the veto principle on substantial 
matters prevails. 

The authority should have 
autonomous powers, in the Baruch 
view, to make final decisions of 
administrative matters and in 
other conflicts of insufficient 
gravity to threaten peace, possibly 
subject to review by a board estab- 
lished for the purpose, Serious 
offenses constituting aggression 
fall within the jurisdiction of the 
Security Council, the memorandum 
continued, 

The memorandum repeated, by 
direct quotation, Baruch’s decla- 
ration in his proposal that “I am 
concerned here with the veto 
power only as it affects this par- 
ticular problem (atomic energy). 
The principle of unanimity is in 
no wise compromised by volun- 
tary relinquishment of veto on 
questions relating to a weapon 
previously outlawed because of 
“its uniquely destructive char- 
acter.” 

Definition of ‘Attack.’ 

As the term “armed attack” has 
a different meaning since discov- 
ery of atomic weapons than when 
the United Nations charter was 
drawn, the American delegation 
recommended that it should. be 
defined in the treaty. Definition 
should include steps to prevent 
preparation of bombs in order to 
halt aggression before the weapon 
is used, 


In furtherance of precautions, | 


the authority should be required 
to make regular reports to the 
Security Council as to activities 
bearing on the maintenance of 
international peace; to carry out 
decisions by the Security Council 
when the assistance of the au- 
thority is appropriate, and to en- 
gage in consultation with the mil- 
itary staff committee on ques- 
tions relating to the military ef- 
fects of authority conduct, 
Wilful violation of treaty pro- 
visions would be promptly certi- 
fied by the authority to the 
Security Council, the Assembly 
and the treaty States. 
- “The nature of the relations of 
the atomic development authority 


United Nations obviously will de- 
pend upon the powers, the func- 
tions which the authority receives 
and upon its status within the 
framework of the United Nations,” 
the American document continued. 
“Once these are made clear, the 
problems involved in the adjust- 
ment of the authority to the or- 
ganizational structure of the 
United Nations become clear and 
can be solved. 

“None of the existing organs of 
the United Nations possesses the 
managerial, proprietary, inspect- 
ing, and licensing powers neces- 
sary to effective international con- 
trol and development of atomic 
energy. A new agency therefore 
is necessary. Moreover, even if the 
charter could be construed ‘tea 
provide for a subsidiary organ 
created by collective action of 
several Of the existing organs and 
possessing an aggregate of powers 
delegated by each of them, such 
subsidiary organ would not have 
adequate powers under. the 
charter. Accordingly, the author- 
ity, as a new organ, should : be 
established by treaty granting it 
all necessary powers and defining 
its relation with the — existing 
organs of the United Nations.”

Wants ‘Judicial Fairness.’ 

“My request was directed only 
in my desire that the public be 
afforded the opportunity for the 
presentation of evidence by me 
and others under conditions con- 
forming with the established con- 
cepts of judicial fairness. 

“If this is fully and completely 
accorded me upon whom the 
brunt of attack is apparently 
leveled I shati willingly appear 
and it is hoped, regardless of the 
established practices of your com- 
mittee, it will recognize the jus- 
tice of my stated position.” 

The exchange apparently left 
the question of May’s appearance 
at an impasse. 

May has insisted that he be 
given the right to appear accom- 
panied by his attorney with power 
to cross-examine former witnesses, 
call his own witness, and sub- 
pena records. The Senate com- 
mittee has taken a firm position 
that he shotld not be given priv- 
ileges denied others. 

May has acknowledged that he 
helped the Illinois combine, the 
Erie Basin and Batavia Metal 
Products companies, and his 
“good friends”—the promoters of 
the combine, Henry and Murray 
Garrson, He has de:.ied that he 
profited personally, and asserted 
that he only did what any other 
congressman would doto aid them

The sharp letter to May over- 
shadowed, meanwhile, the failure 
of a key witness to appear in the 
committee inquiry into the high 
profits, complicated operations 
and Washington influence of the 
Illinois combine. 

George Meader, committee coun- 
sel, reported that Louis Sarelas, 
$10,000-a-year Washington office 
manager of Erie Basin and Ba- 
tavia, under subpena from the 
committee, had failed to report as 
ordered at an executive session 
of the committee today. 

Sarelas told a reporter later he 
had not received a subpena deliv- 
ered to his home in Silver Spring, 
Md., because he spent last night 
with a sister in Washington. 

“I have been attending the hear- 
ings right along and will attend 
Monday and. testify if the com- 
mittee wishes me to,” he said, 

He said a second subpena had 
been issued, but not yet delivered 
because committee investigators 
were unable to find Sarelas. He 
said that Sarelas’s family had in- 
formed the committee that he did 
not return home last night. 

Sarelas was scheduled to go on 


the witness Stand when the com- 
mittee resumes its public hearings 
Monday, along with Joseph Free- 
mean, Washington representative 
of the combine. 

The committee wanted to find 
out from Sarelas if May had ever 
visited or telephoned the Wash- 
ington office during the time it 
was obtaining contracts. 

Meader said Sarelas would be 
questioned too, on the activities 
of Albert Jacobson, who resigned 
from the district bar association 
“under pressure” in 1938, got a 
job as a clerk-typist in the War 
Department at $1620 a year, and 
rose swiftly to a $9975-a-year con- 
tract approving post in chemical 
warfare service’s legai division.

T.B, AND VENEREAL DISEASES 
FOUND EPIDEMIC IN EUROPE 


LONDON, July 13 (UP) — The 
Health Advisory Commission of 
the Red Cross Societies reported 
tonight that tuberculosis and ve- 
nereal diseases have risen to epi- 
demic proportions in Europe. 
Tuberculosis is killing four times 
as many people as it did before 
the war. 

Dr. Ernest Stebbins, director of 
the school of hygiene and public 
health at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and former health commis- 
sioner of New York City, has just 
returned from a two-month tour 
of Europe. The Red Cross So- 
cieties open a plenary session 
Monday in Oxford. 

“The health of northern Europe 
is better than that of southern 
Europe,” Dr. Stebbins reported. 
“Of all countries I visited, Poland 
is the worst. The situation is 
desperate there. Great shortages 
of doctors and medical supplies 
intensify the difficulties. In the 
case of tuberculosis, only increased 
hospital care can level off the 
mortality rate and at present 
there are not nearly enough beds,

In Colquitt county the chairman 
of the board of registrars protested 
against mass challenges of Negro 
registrants and a group of citi- 
zens is seeking his removal. A 
hearing is set for Monday.

The North American Co. sys- 
tem, in another step in its long 
and complicated controversy with 
Illinois Power Co., is seeking to 
exercise warrants which would 
virtually double its stock holdings 
in Illinois Power and give it ma- 
jority stock control of that utility. 
Allen Van Wyck of Decatur, 
Ill. president of Illinois Power, 


told the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
that hia concern was opposing the 
application, which will be heard 


by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission July 30. Furthermore, 
Illinois Power is pressing its own 
recapitalization plan which would | 
utterly wipe out the interest of | 
North American in Illinois Power. 
Under a pending plan of North 
American to cut down its great 
utility chain to a single integrated 
system, Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, already fully controlled 
by North American, and Illinois 


Power, which operates on the 
East Side and in other large IIli- 
nois areas, would be tied together. 
Illinois Power has entered vigor- 
ous complaint against this plan, 
including the scheme for compul- 
sory surrender of their holdings 
by public investors in the Illinois 
company, in exchange for North 
American stock. 
Owns 26.7 Pct. of Voting Stock. 
‘At present, North American 
owns 26.7 per cent of the voting 
stock in Illinois Power, a small 
part directly and the rest through 
two subsidiary holding units, 
North American Light & Power 
Co. and Illinois Traction Co. 
North American Light & Power 
asked SEC for authority to con- 
vert into stock its warrants for 
800,000 shares of Illinois Power 
common, at $30 a share, or $9,000,- 
000. This would increase the hold- 
ing of the North American sys- 
tem to 639,156 shares, or 50.4 per 
cent, of the 1,267,370 voting shares 
of Illinois Power. 
In addition, the North Ameri- 
can system has the right to con- 
vert its 21,978 shares of Illinois 
Power preferred stock into com- 
mon stock, at two shares for one, 
which would give it a small fur- 
ther advantage in voting strength, 
as both the preferred and common 
carry one vote per share. 
Van Wyck pointed out, how- 
ever, that North American could 
not exercise real control over 
Illinois Power, even if it con- 
verted its warrants, unless SEC 
changed an order issued last Oct. 
23. That order prohibits’ the 
North American system from vot- 
ing its stock for election of 
Illinois Power directors “until 
further order of this commission.” 
North American Light & Power 
formerly chose three of the nine 
Iiinois Power directors until 
thus stopped by SEC. If North 
American gained majority control 
of the Illinois Power stock, doubt- 
less SEC would be asked to re- 
verse itself on this. 
Recapitalization Plan. 
In a recapitalization plan filed 
by, Van Wyck with SEC under 
date of July 1, it was proposed 
that all stock, warrants and divi- 
dend arrearage certificates held 
by the North American system be 
canceled and the rights of the 
holding system completely subor- 
dinated to those of the public 
holders of stock and arrearage 
certificates. Filing of this plan 
followed the North American pro- 
posal to exercise its warrants, Van 
Wyck said, 
The application for exercise of 
the warrants contemplated that 
the revenue from the issuance of 
the 300,000 additional shares of 
common stock would be applied 
towards arrears in dividends on 
the present preferred stock and 
the $11,596,680 called for by ar- 
rearage certificates on a former 
issue of preferred. SEC will hear 
in the same proceeding Illinois 
Power's application to pay off 
these accumulated dividends from 
treasury funds, to call its pre-. 
ferred stock, and to sell a new 
issue of 200,000 shares of pre- 
ferred. 

Meanwhile, the prolonged hear- 
ings on Illinois Power’s long 
standing claims for about $50,000,- 
000 against the North American 
group have been concluded, and 
briefs of counsel are awaited.

Average Russian Must Still Save 


For Suit Despite Cut in Living Cost 


Family Needs Up to 


3030 Rubles to Buy 


Non-Rationed Shoes but Has Only 380 
a Month to Buy Clothing. 


By REMBERT JAMES 

MOSCOW, July 13 (AP) — The 
cost of living is dropping in Rus- 
sia and consumers’ goods are be- 
coming more plentiful. But, in 
the average Russian family, the 
purchase of a new suit or a new 
dress still is likely to require long 
saving. 

‘Prices and supplies still are far 
from the levels the Government 
wishes to attain but, with produc- 
tion pressure eased and the expan- 
sion of light industry putting more 
goods on the shelves, the Ministry 
of Trade early this month decreed 
lower prices—averaging a 40 per 
cent slash for all goods—in the 
commercial stores, 

Russia has two types of stores. 
Ration stores sell only rationed 
goods at comparatively cheap 
prices. Here the average person 
obtains his basic minimum sup- 
plies. Rationing, of course, re- 
— the quantity a person may 

uy. 

Then there are the commercial 
stores. The recent price cuts ap- 
plied only to these. 

The commercial stores were 
crowded after the price cuts, in- 
dicating that many categories of 
Russian workers now can afford 
to buy some things at unrationed 
goods prices. Among them are 
army and navy officers, govern- 

— officials, employes of state 
institutions and enterprises, engi- 
neers, workers from the Arctic 
and other far-away places, actors, 
musicians and writers. 

Effect on Average F 

But, how has the price slash 
changed the purchasing ability of 
one average Russian—Ivan Vasile- 
vich Stepanov, crew foremen in 
the lathe department of a factory 
near the Kremlin? ~~ 

Ivan has a wife, Tanya, and 
three children—Tamara, 15 years 
old; Dmitri, 14; and Gilana, 5. 
Ivan earns 870 ‘rubles a month; 
Tanya also works and receives 
300; Dmitri, a student lion tamer 
in the btate circus school, re- 
| celves a 90-ruble monthly stipend. 
Thus the family’s income is 1260 
rubles a month. 

(The official ruble rate is 5.2 
to the United States dollar, al- 
though diplomats are permitted 
to buy rubles at 12 to the dollar.) 

Ivan pays 45 rubles a month for 
rent, 22 for electricity and 15 for 
cooking gas. Food at the ration 
stores comes to 250 rubles month- 
ly. In addition, Ivan and his wife 
eat some lunches at the factory 
at 4 rubles apiece, totaling 180 a 
month, Tamara’s school] tuition is 


16 rubles monthly and transporta- 
tion about 70. Gilana’s kinder- 
garten tuition, which includes 
four meals daily, is 90 rubles a 
month. 

The monthly out-go, then, is 688 
rubles, leaving the family 572 
rubles. However, nearly 200 more 
rubles go out each month for 
union dues, taxes and internal 
loan bonds, So the family is left 
about 380 rubles a month for 
clothing, incidental and shopping 
in the commercial stores. 


1600 to 4000 Rubles for Suit. 

With men’s suits now selling in 
the commercial stores at 1600 to 
4000 rubles and women’s dresses 
at 1500 to 2200, the family would 
have to save from four to nine 
months to purchase one of these 
items, 

A pair of mens’, or women’s 
leather shoes in the commercial 
stores would require at least two 
months’ savings, although a fan- 
cier grade of women’s shoe might 
cost as much as 3030 rubles. In- 
ferior grades of shoes may be ob- 
tained at the ration stores, how- 
ever, for 150 to 190 rubles. 

The Stepanovs could spend their 
entire 380-ruble monthly surplus 
on a knitted woolen sweater for 
one of the children, but it wouldn't 
be a superior product because 
sweaters range in price from 240 
to 1000 rubles. That surplus also 
would buy 13 average-quality bars 
of toile soap. 

A scientific worker would fare 
considerably better because the 
Government of science-conscious 
Russia has improved his lot im- 
measurably. A technician, whose 
prewar salary was 800 rubles a 
month, now receives 3000. 

Among the shoppers in the com- 
mercial stores are many peasants 
in town on a holiday, who stock 
up on consumers’ goods. Some 
collective farmers are wealthy by 
Russian standards. After the col- 
lective farm pays its quota to the 
state the farmer gets what is left. 
Thousands of farmers planked 
down cash for large blocks of 
bonds in the recent internal loan 
of 20 billion rubles. 

For some buyers prices in the 
commercial stores are not as high 
as the price tags show, because 
certain categories receive dis- 
counts. 

The latest price cuts are in line 
with the Government’s effort to do 
away with all rationing. The idea 
is to reduce successively prices in 
the unrationed stores until they 
reach the same levels as the prices 
of rationed goods. 
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FOSTER HOMES SOUGHT 
FOR TWO REFUGEE BOYS 


Both Orphans Survived Slave 
Labor in German Concen- 
tration Camps. 


Two Jewish orphan boys, their 
concentration camp numbers tat- 
tooed on their arms as permanent 
oreminders of the Nazi regime, 
have arrived in St. Louis, where 
foster boarding homes are being 
sought for them. 


Now 16 and 17 years old, respec- 
tively, the boys were worked as 
Nazi slave labor when only 12 and 
13 years old, Their names were 
revealed only as David and Aaron 
by the Sommers Children’s Bur- 
eau, Community Chest agency 


which is caring for them here. The 


youths are staying temporarily at 
the Jewish Children’s Home, 6630 
Oakland avenue, 


The boys’ stories follow the 
familiar pattern of Nazi cruelty. 

Aaron, now 17, lived with his 
parents and a younger sister in 
Bialostock, Poland, until 1941, 
when the family was crowded into 
the ghetto in Warsaw. In 1943, 
Aaron’s mother and sister were 
sent to the gas chamber, and he 
and his father went to a work 
camp near Lublin. When his 
father became ill, Aaron, who 
worked in the kitchen, stole pota- 
toes to feed him, for which Aaron 
was beaten and set upon by dogs. 

In 1944, he was separated from 
his father, then dying, and sent to 
a camp where he worked 16 hours 
a day in a munitions factory. 
When liberated by the British at 
San Pustel, Germany, the boy was 
nearly dead from typhus and star- 
vation but has been nursed back 
to health, 


David was the a child of a 
tailor in Lodz, Poland. In May, 
1942, he and his parents were 
taken to Auschwitz, where he was 
separated from them, They now 
are dead, he has Jearned, He was 
forced to work in an automobile 
factory when only 12 years old. 
He was confined in various con- 
centration camps before his re- 
lease by United States troops. 

Miss Esther G. Levitt, supervis- 
or of the Bureau, says the boys 
seem to show no ill effects from 
their experiences. The agency is 
searching for two “affectionate 
and intelligent” Jewish couples 
with no children of their own who 
can give the boys the kind of 
normal home life they need to 
help them forget the past five 
years, Miss Levitt said. 


Sommers Children’s Bureau ex- 
pects to receive several more of 
the refugee children in the next 
few months from the United 
States Committee for the Care of 
European Children, now rescuing 
children from displaced persons’ 
camps. The committee reports 
that most of the children are ado- 
lescents and have the same story

ers and sisters were gassed or

MANILA ART CENTER 
FUND DRIVE PLANNED 


Philippines Orchestra Leader 
Here in Behalf of Nation- 
Wide Campaign. 


Herbert Zipper, conductor of the 
Manila Symphony Orchestra, was 
in St. Louis yesterday in behalf of 
a campaign to raise funds in the 
United States for a huge art cen- 
ter in the Philippines. 

The 42-year-old Vienna-born mu- 
sician is preparing for a series of 
lectures and concerts he will con- 
duct in the fall as part of the cam- 
paign. 

Dr. Zipper said the art center 


-will cost $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 and 


will be erected in Manila. It will 
contain a large auditorium, small 
auditorium, academy of music and 
theatrical arts, institute for fine 
arts and an open-air stage. 


“The destruction of the cultural 
institutions in the Philippines as 
a result of the Japanese occupa- 
tion and the ensuing fight for lib- 
eration is so thorough that, if 
something is not done very soon, 
the tremendous strides education 
has made there in the ‘last 40 
years are in danger of being nulli- 
fied,” he said. 


“The outcome of the new inde- 
pendence of the Philippines will 
have tremendous repercussions in 
the Far East. We have to see 
that it is a success in every way. 
It will determine whether the re- 
lationship between the East and 
the West will be good or bad.” 


Dr. Zipper was a prisoner of the 
Germans and the Japanese.

WASHINGTON, July 13. 


HE yast expanse of the Pacific Ocean is to become an American lake 
through development of a chain of land, sea and air bases. 
None of the highly placed Washington officials with whom this reporter 


has discussed our Pacific plans will put the matter that boldly. But the things 
they say add up to that for anyone who can add two and two. 


The Army and Navy have, for once, agreed 
on what we need, and the State Department 
is now engaged in the delicate task of nego- 
tiating with the other nations concerned to 
work it out. 

How it will be accomplished is a matter 
for horse trading, but the over-all pattern is 
fixed—one way or another we are going to 
have the use of the bases needed to protect 
the approaches to this hemisphere. Never 
again will we be forced-to acquire them, as 
in the last war, through the bitter expendi- 
ture of tens of thousands of lives and hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 


Core of System a Triangle, 
Hawaii, Marianas, Manus. 


Core of the system will be a triangle, with 
fits points resting on Hawaii, the Marianas 
(Guam, Tinian and Saipan) and Manus, off 
the coast of New Guinea. (See map below.) 

The westward line, passing through the 
Marianas, will have extensions northwest 
through the Volcano, Bonin and Ryukyus. 
islands, which are of particular interest to 
the Army Air Force, and perhaps west to 
Formosa, in which the Navy's interest is pri- 
mary. 

On the way from the western tip to Manus 
there will be United States bases in the 
Philippines, which we expect to gain by 
treaty since the Filipinos have now attained 
their independence. 

The final leg of the triangle is from Manus 
back to Hawaii, still the keystone of our 
Pacific defenses. Here we have run into 
some trouble. Critical points flanking this 
line are Funafuti, Canton and Christmas 
islands. 

Until the recent war demonstrated their 
strategic importance, no one cared particu- 
larly about them. Both the United States 
and Great Britain have some sort of claim 
to sovereignty but there has been no quar- 
rel about it, because it didn’t seem worth 
while and Britain, more or leas by default, 
has taken over during peacetime years what 
little there was to manage on these islands. 

Lately there have been stories, originating 
both in Washington and London, that we 
have firmly asserted our claim to sovereign- 
ty. The fact is that we have not gone quite 
that far, although we have sought “rights” 
which for all practical purposes come pretty 
close to sovereignty. It may be simply that 
diplomacy prohibits the use of the word. In 
any event, it has been avoided. 

We would like, too, to have a base in the 
Galapagos islands, vital to protection of the 
Panama Canal, but these are owned by Ecua- 


dor, and Ecuador’has set a fantastic price on

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them. The probability is that no deal can be 
worked out which will give us access to 
them. In that event Clipperton, north and 
west of the Galapagos, will become an im- 
portant element in the Pacific base ehain. 
Clipperton is owned by France, and if we 
are to acquire rights to a base there it would 
be through treaty with that country. 

Flanking the triangle on the north is the 
Aleutian island chain, in itself of tremen- 
dous importance as a strategic defense’ line. 

It might be well here to drag out of the 
closet something that is being whispered in 
and out of government by people who con- 
cern themselves with international affairs. 
We want the Pacific bases chiefly because, 
in some remote contingency, we may some 
day have a war with Russia. 

Leaving out of consideration the chauvin- 
ists and alarmists, it must be recognized 
that we have an Army and a Navy, in time 
of peace and in time of war, and that their 
job is to appraise the prospects on the basis 
of realism, not idealism. Until the United 
Nations has become established as a bul- 
wark against aggression, the Army and the 
Navy can do no less than prepare and plan 
for ‘another war. As things stand now, 
that highly improbable and wholly undesir- 
able war presumably would be between us 
and Russia, for the simple reason that we 
alone are the only nations left on the globe 
which could fight a major war. 


U.S. and Russia Will Need 
Each Other for 100 Years or More. 


Offsetting this are the facts that our 
economy and that of Russia are complemen- 
tary—we need each other and for 100 
years or more will continue to need 
each other. Our economies are so consti- 
tuted that there is no likelihood of any clash 
in the foreseeable future. There is a long 
tradition of Russo-American friendship, and 
the world is now trying to work out a sys- 
tem for settlement of international disputes 
at the conference table instead of on the 
battlefield. 

Be that as it may, we keep an Army and 
a Navy, even in time of peace, It is under- 
stood that we even have plans for a war 
with Canada, and Canada presumably has 
plans for a war with us, although no two 
nations are less likely to go to war with 
each other.. 

There has been a lot of talk about the 
futility of relying on advanced bases as a 
means of protection in view of the develop- 
ment of modern weapons which make it pos- 
‘sible to press a button here and destroy a 
city half the world away. Adherents of

self is a remarkably fissionable personality. 


He is, on the one hand, an apostle of 
gloom. The world is in a bad state of af- 
fairs, he says with conviction, and getting 
worse all the time. 

But in sharp contradistinction to this, 
Newman is a human dynamo in seeking to 
do his part to save the earth from chaos. 
For, he says, if the world plunges over the 
precipice on which it is tottering, the only 
thing he can lose is his old age. He is 
thinking of his three-and-a-half-year-old son, 
Jeffrey, his year-old daughter, Brooke, and 
the other little innocents who look trust- 
fully to their elders for security in the years 
ahead. 

The vital problem of controlling atomic 
energy, and inseparably from this, our rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, he feels, are 
the crucial obstacles to peace and security. 
To an ever-increasing extent, people seem to 
be falling into two categories—those who 
think we have got to get along with Russia 
because civilization cannot stand another war 
and those who say we simply can’t get along 
with the Soviets, so we had better fight the 
Russians now. 

“I’m not going to let myself be boxed into

A Story? There Just Isn’t « 
Anything to Tell, He Says. 


“So you want to do a story on me?” he 
said to the writer as he draped his large bulk 
around a swivel chair and stuck his legs on 
the desk in his air-cooled Government office. 
‘*Hell, I don’t want to seem like a goddess of 
virtue and modesty, but there just isn't any- 
thing to tell.’’ 

He scratched the prominent bald spot on 
his otherwise bushy head. His large blue 
eyes roved the room, and he fingered the 
speckled blue bow-tie that sat a little awry 
against his blue shirt. His eyes lighted up 
and the reporter leaned forward. ‘‘Just can’t 
think of a thing,” he said. | 

This was the chap who, at the age of 8, 
had walked over to the artist Willy Pogany 
at a Sunday picnic and remarked that he 
knew the moves of every chessman but had 
never played a game, and would Pogany give 
him a whirl at it. The artist did, and an 
hour later found himself thoroughly beaten. 
Pogany, the story goes, protested to Jimmy’s 
father, a prominent New York physician, 
that his son was a potential menace. 


This was the man who went on to be- 
come a top-flight amateur chess player at 
the age of 20, who studied advanced mathe-

The previous record was in 1938, when W. 
Lee O’Daniel, now the junior United States 
Senator from Texas, went into a field against 
12 opponents as a political unknown and left 
them dazed and defeated in the first Demo- 
cratic primary, 

There are parallels to that upset in this 
summer’s campaign, Another newcomer to 
politics, as liberal as O’Daniel is conserva- 
tive, is predicting that he too will have a 
first primary victory without the incon- 
venience of a runoff, 


Newcomer Rainey Conceded 
Place in the Runoff Primary. 


This newcomer on the Texas hustings is 
Homer Price Rainey, deposed University of 
Texas president, nationally known educator 
and erstwhile boss of the American Youth 
Commission, 

Everyone gives Rainey a place in the sec- 
ond, or runoff, primary. None of his op- 
ponents will admit he’ll gain a complete ma- 
jority, however, in the July 27 first primary. 

First primary victories are rare if a can- 
didate for Governor has substantial opposi- 
tion. Under the Texas primary law, a can- 
didate must have a majority—more votes 


than those of his opponents combined—to 
win in the first round. If he has only a 
plurality, then the candidate must go to the 
second primary with the second high man his 
opponent. In many cases, the runner-up is 
elected. 

Rainey has four main opponents in the 
Democratic primary, which nomination is 
tantamount to election. Three hold state 
offices now and the fourth did so before en- 
tering military service. They are Attorney 
General Grover Sellers, Railroad Commis- 
sioner Beauford Jester, Lieutenant Governor 
John Lee Smith and former Railroad Com- 
missioner Jerry Sadler, lately of the United 
States Army. 

The other nine in the race don’t count, 
and it is the field against Rainey because 
he has the full backing of ultraliberal forces. 
His opponents either are middle-of-the road- 
ers or lean to the right, politically. 

Rainey is running on a platform of vindi- 
cation against what he calls the forces that 
made him lose his job as University of Texas 
president, 

Back in the autumn of 1944, when Texas 
Democrats were in the midst of an intraparty 
fight over a fourth term for President Roose- 
velt, Rainey was fired by the University of 
Texas board of regents. 

Since then, he has prepared his comeback, 
and has linked those Democrats who at- 
tempted to divert the party's electoral votes 
from Roosevelt with the same forces that 
caused his troubles at the university. 


Anti-New Deal Democrats’ 
Fight Against Roosevelt. 


Both the party fight and the university 
fuss came at about the same time. 
A group of anti-New Deal Democrats, who 


pledged to the Roosevelt-Truman ticket, had 
control of the party machinery through its 
state executive committee until the Septem- 
ber, 1944, state convention in Dallas. Ina 
two-day skirmish, New Dealers took control 
of the convention by a small majority of 
delegates, and named a new elector slate. 

A State Supreme Court decision upheld 
the replacement of electors, and the angered 
anti-Roosevelt bunch deserted the Demo- 
cratic Party, formed a party of their own, 
called it the Texas Regulars. They finished 
third, just behind the usually tail-end Re- 
publicans, in Texas’ vote in the national elec- 
tion. Feeling in the state against the New 
Deal was high, but not strong enough to re- 
move Texas from its traditional Solid South 
slot. Only once has Texas gone Republican. 
That was in 1928 against Al Smith. Then 
Texans voted not for a Republican, but 
against a Catholic. 

During this party battle, quiet, pipe-smok- 
ing Gov. Coke Stevenson, the rancher who 
always thinks things over a long time be- 
fore commenting and has gained the nick- 
name of ‘‘Calculatin’ Coke,” remained silent. 
Roosevelt forces demanded that he join their 
cause, denounced him when he refused, They 
called him a Regular at heart. But while

son May and thus vindicate its own honor and 
integrity? 

It has been proved beyond doubt that May 
is involved up to his neck in the affairs of the 
thieving and profiteering munitions combine 
known as the Erie Basin companies, Thus far 
he has refused, as no honest man would, to ap- 
pear before the Senate War Contracts Investigat- 
ing Committee and testify under oath to refute 
the charges implicit against him. He has done 
nothing to show that he did not violate the law 
during his persistent lobbying for a greedy and 
corrupt munitions combine which was milking 
the Treasury of millions of dollars.

It cannot find any such al- 
ternative ... No possession should be more 
precious than the confidence of the public 
in the integrity and devotion to duty of 

a representative of the people in a de- 

mocracy. 

Any normally honest citizen would take it for 
granted that the House under such circumstances 


- would purge itself of a man whose continued 


membership is a reflection on “this honorable 
body.” Yet, unless the House rises greatly be- 


yond its precedénts in such matters, it will do 


nothing. Let us look at the record. 


W hat the Record Shows 


Last February Representative James M. Cur- 
ley of Massachusetts was convicted in the United 
States District Court of using the mails to de- 
fraud and was sentenced to a year and six 
months in prison. No move has been made to 
deprive Curley of his seat in the House. While 
his case is on appeal, he continues to sit in 
Congress. 

Three years ago Representative Eugene E. 
Cox of Georgia, while head of a special House 
Committee investigating the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, was shown to have ac- 
cepted a check for $2500 from a Georgia radio 
station for services before the commission. It 
is impossible to imagine an act more clearly in 
violation of the law which prohibits a member 
of Congress from receiving directly or indirectly 
any compensation whatever for any serfvices ren- 
dered in any proceeding before any department, 
bureau or commission of the Government. Yet 
Cox was subjected to no greater punishment 
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' than being forced off the special committee in- 


vestigating the FCC. 

In 1935 Representative John H. Hoeppel of 
California was convicted of a plot to sell an 
appointment to the United States Military 
Academy for $1000 and was sentenced to serve 
up to a year in Federal prison. This prison 
sentence he eventually served, but he was per- 
mitted to occupy his seat in Congress until the 
end of his term, while the case was on appeal. 
Hoeppel had betrayed his constituency and his 
country, but continued to receive pay.from the 
Treasury for more than 13 months at the rate 
of $10,000 a year. , 

In 1931 Representative Harry Rowbottom was 
indicted 6n the firmest evidence of selling four 
postoffice appointments. Yet Rowbottom was 
permitted to continue as a Congressman until 
he was convicted and began serving his sen- 
tence. 

In 1925 Representative John W. Langley of 
the Tenth Kentucky District—by some odd co- 
incidence the same district that sent Representa- 
tive May to Congress—was convicted of violat- 
ing the prohibition laws and served a term in 
Atlanta prison. From the time that he was 
arrested until he was convicted, Langley, too, 
was permitted to sit in Congress. ~ 


Tool of Profiteers 


Is it any wonder, when Congress is so crassly 
unconcerned about its own reputation and 
honor, that it has fallen to low prestige? Is it 
any wonder that ordinary citizens become 
cynical and cankered and that public office loses 
its attraction for first-rate men? 

This man May, as the Post-Dispatch said 
Wednesday, is revealed beyond doubt as the 
compliant, self-serving tool of profiteers and 
plunderers. His slick denial of his connections 
with the Brothers Garsson and their Erie Basin 
empire is belied by the evidence revealed by the 
Mead committee. Instead of facing the charges, 
he has taken refuge in a technical immunity 
which is his as a Congressman. 

Yet Congress, on the record we have cited, 
may continue to tolerate him as a member. It 
will continue to do so, unless some members 
with fire in their bellies and with a sense of 
personal ‘and congressional honor take the sit- 
uation in hand and compel action. If any such 
will take the lead, the public will support them 
in a roar of approval that even the most com- 
placent Congressman will fear not to heed. 

The House once and for all should renounce 
the precedent of tolerating obvious crooks among 
its members, such as the specific cases we have 
just cited. Only by so doing can it vindicate its 
integrity and invite public confidence. 

If May did what he did knowingly, he is cor- 
rupt and should be expelled. If he did not know 
what he was doing, he is too stupid to be in 
Congress and still should be expelled.

He made a record round-the-world flight in

tion picture field and produced, among other 
good films, the early talkie, “Hell’s Angels.” 
Hughes is a virile, dynamic, darée-danger 
American.

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Threshold of Madness 


Mr. Wolcott, the House Republican manager 
on price control, said the vetoed OPA bill was 
stronger than the Senate’s new version. He un- 
derstated the fact. The new bill would not di- 


rectly inflate industrial prices as the original - 


Taft amendment intended, but it makes that im- 
provement meaningless by throwing controls off 
many essential foods. 

In a sense, it is a triumph of the rural-biased 
Senate over urban consumers. Except for the 
Wherry amendment to give automobile dealers 
inordinate margins, the bill does a fairly decent 
job with non-farm finished goods. That is, it 
has provided controls for manufacturers and 
merchants—who would mostly price moderately 
as good long-term business policy. 

Won’t farmers also price moderately without 
controls? Farmers do not price their products 
except in special instances like the organized 
milk producers. Otherwise, farm commodity 
prices are determined in markets fed by multi- 
tudes of producers acting individually. When 
demand exceeds supply, the price climbs, and 
no farmer’s moderation can stay it. 

We had a converse example of that “Adam 
Smith” behavior in depression. Farmers’ prices 
finally fell so low that the Government—with 
the aid of urban Congressmen—mercifully put 
floors under them from 1933 onward. It would 
be only simple equity to provide ceilings in to- 
day’s inflationary crisis—the more so because 
farmers are guaranteed liberal floors more than 
two years ahead. The Senate, however, appar- 
ently was not concerned with equity. 

The result is already plain. Many foods have 


climbed sharply since the end of OPA, Underly- . 


ing shortage of supply will keep family food 
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budgets for a long time above OPA levels. Low- 
income families already can buy too little meat 
and milk, 

Soon, then, come the demands for higher 
wages—and a second round of strikes. Regard- 
less of the self-restraint shown so far by most 
merchants, all kinds of prices will then mount, 
Industrial unrest will keep production, the sov- 
ereign cure of inflation, from expanding as far 
as it should and as fast as it actually did before 
June 30. 

Most Americans have small or fixed incomes; 
they will suffer, some of them acutely. Large 
businesses will have to gamble with inventories; 
little business will fail in droves. The end is 
recession, possibly full-blown depression, brought 
on by mass inability to buy—an inglorious end 
of full employment and our contract with those 
who fought the war for us. 

It seems certain, therefore, that President 
Truman would not sign the Senate bill and thus 
share in the Senate’s own blame. Mr. Wolcott's 
remark implies that the House does not want 
that burden either. Hence there is a hope that 
the House will prevail on the Senate to accept 
a bill close to what the situation requires. It 
must happen that way if the country is not to 
undergo an adventure in economic madness. 
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That hardy perennial, the Letter in Praise of 
Vegetarianism, came in this morning. Mean- 
while, the meat markets are proving that the 
price is mightier than the pen.

The British Admiralty’s oval hat, just intro- 
duced, will, it is hoped, be an ignominious fail- 
ure. The purpose of the oval shape, according 
to the Admiralty, is to confound Jack Tar’s dis- 
position to wear his hat on the back of his head 
—a feat which, with the new headgear, is 
deemed virtually impossible. 

It is an unwarrantable invasion of the realms 
of the human spirit, and a man must say so 
even if he swings at the yard-arm for it. Where 
anyone wears his hat is between him and nobody 
else. It is the mark of the man. 

On the back of the head it marks a certain 
detached devil-may-caredom, a humor to look 
things over and then either take them or leave 
them. 

On the side of the head the hat is the out- 
ward symbol of an inner man who is up to no 
good; rakish, knowledgeable. 

Straight on the head, it recommends the oc- 
eupant as one who always takes his overshoes 
with him on rainy days, and who gets home 
promptly for. dinner at 6—if “recommend” is 
the word. 

Tipped to the front, it signifies that the 
wearer's spirits are out to lunch and may not be 
back till late afternoon (a style that looks well 
on absolutely no one except Burgess Meredith 
ih “Winterset”’). 

Undoubtedly the least attractive way ever 
devised of wearing a hat, however, is pulled 
down—ordinarily by a second person—several 
inches over the eyes, ears and nose, And that, 
frankly, in view of this nonsense about not 
wearing a hat on the back of the head, is what 
we should like to do for the British Admiralty. 
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Senator Taft castigated the American Veter- 
ans Committee for opposing his exercise of 
free speech on free enterprise. Seems freedom 
isn’t cricket for people on that side. 


Between Book Ends 


“Age of Irritation” 


"A FEW BRASS TACKS," by Louis Bromfield. (Harper 

& Brothers, New York.) 

Mr. Bromfield calls this the “Age of 
Irritation” and, assuming that he is cor- 
rect, he is the spirit of the times incar- 
nate. There is precious little in the shape 
of things today that does not gall and 
chafe him. 

In this book he blasts at the notion that 
money, rather than the resources of soil, 
forests, and minerals, is real wealth. He 
rakes the nation for its greedy, unheeding 
exploitation of its natural riches. He be- 
lieves we should turn to Russia, rather than 
Great Britain, in our postwar economic 
relations, but he doesn’t think too much 
of Russia or Karl Marx either. 

He damns our agricultural system as in- 
efficient, wasteful of soil and fertility. He 
lectures labor for wanting higher wages 
and farmers for wanting protection and 
higher prices. The OPA was an expensive 
bungle, which it happened the United 
States could afford. He deplores the trend, 
resulting from economic pressures, toward 
reliance upon the state to “settle all prob- 
lems, economic, social, political, and other- 
wise.” He views great industrial cities as 
a blight. 

. . 

Lest it be thought that he is entirely 
eritical and negative, it should be noted 
that he looks with considerable favor upon 
the HuJl reciprocal trade program, on TVA, 
the Soil Conservation Service, and most of 
the works of the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration. He yearns for the Jeffersonian 
ideal of a democracy in which every citi- 
zen would have a stake—a home and a plot 
of ground—in a land of riches. 

Some of this book needs to be read and 
reread, particularly Bromfield’s warning 
that “no nation in the history of the world 
ever set about destroying its natural and 
real wealth at so appalling a rate,” Even 
the renewable resources of forests and soil, 
he declares, are declining at a fearful rate, 
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Being a gentleman farmer, Bromfield is 
passionately concerned with the fate of 
the land, and being a novelist, he is elo- 
quent about it, Unhappily, his passion and 
eloquence lead him all too often into repe- 
titiousness; sometimes his indignation is 
just too wrathful to be true, and he over- 
shoots his mark. 

Bromfield embarked on this book to rec- 
ord “the intellectual processes of one in- 
dividual trying to find his way, indeed at 
times force his way, out of the jungle and 
morass of man’s troubled life.” There is 
no doubt he has thoroughly threshed his 
way up and down in the jungle and to and 
fro in it. But he hasn’t hit upon the path

Reich’s Last Great Poet 


“THIRTY-ONE POEMS," by Rainer Marla Rilke. tn 
English Version With an introduction by Ludwig Lewi- 
sohn, (Bernard Ackerman, inc., New York.) 

Ever since poetry had its beginnings, 
purists have quarreled with well-meaning 
translators of verse. There are those who 
insist upon the maintenance of form al- 
though the result is a skipping nursery 
jinglé. Others will sacrifice form for con- 
tent, assuming perhaps that the things of 
poetry are better said in prose. Standing 
alone are those, who, in an effort to strike 
a balance, are willing to err on the side 
of sincerity or scholarship. 

The Rilke cult which moved from Ger 
many across the Channel and thence. to 
America in the last 10 years, has found 
many sincere adherents, and not without 
cause. Rilke, who died more than 20 years 
ago, may be counted as Germany's final 
poetric greatness, barring a cataclysmic 
renaissance. His was a poetic faith which 
few creators have attained; a simplicity 
which was mystic in its more subtle forms, 


* * * 


Compared with Schiller, Goethe and Heine, 
Rilke was not a prolific poet. A few slen- 
der volumes encompass his entire poetic 
output, yet most of these have been trans- 
lated from their original sombre cadences 
into distinctive English verse. The form 
and content may leave much to be de- 
sired by the initiate, but the effort in every 
mes bears the stamp of honest workman- 
ship. 

In his introduction, Lewisohn would pro- 
voke a delicate quarrel with all others whose 
translations of Rilke are contrary to the 
canons of Goethe. Following Goethe's pre- 
cept that a poem is a creative act wherein 
form and meaning are integral, he has with 
this unity in mind selected some of the 
lesser known poems for translation. In 
the shorter lyrical pieces this attempt ap- 
proaches success. Yet the apparent suc- 
cess is marred by obscure lines where the 
form has been too demanding. 


* * . 


A mood of utter aloneness, carried by an 
image of a world falling slowly through 
starry space, is destroyed because the 
rhyme “nay-saying” in the translator's 
pattern requires, 

“And in the night the heavy earth is 

swaying. 

To loneliness from serried star on star.” 

In the final analysis, all argument on 
the worth or non-worth of translation of 
poetry is rather futile. Poetry which is 
truly great rarely loses its inherent dig- 
nity. The measures of Homer and Xeno- 
phon have continued great despite the limp- 
ing translations of innumerable school 
boys.

MAJOR question to be decided in connection with the Romanian 
peace treaty is the future control of the Danube Delta. The 
United States and Britain have made international control of 


such waterways a basic point in their peace programs, 


Russia has to some as- 
pects of international control “in 
principle,” but the details under 
which Russia would carry out in- 
ternationalization leave no doubt 
that the Soviets are attempting 
to obtain a dominating role along 
one of Europe’s m important 
waterways. 

Russia has a decided advan- 
tage in that, except for the Al- 
lied position in Austria, Moscow 
holds the Danube Delta. 


By recovering Bessarabia, the 
Red Army reoccupied the most 
vital area on the right bank of 
the Danube and also took posses- 
sion of key islands. Likewise, 
through the Red Army’s occupa- 
tion of Romania, the Russians 
guard the left bank of the delta. 

On two recent visits to Constan- 
za, I found it largely a Russian 
city. Temporarily, indeed, it was 
the most important Red Army 
center in the Balkans. 

Many Russian soldiers also had 
been stationéd at Braila and 
Galatz. 

This means that the Russians 
at present exercise virtually as 
complete military control over 
the mouth of the Danube as 
over the mouth of the Volga. 

No non-Russian ship can 
enter, no non-Russian plane can 
fly over it. 

No American or Briton can 
visit it. No matter how friendly 
a member of the American mili- 
tary mission at Bucharest may 
be with a member of the Rus- 
sian mission, he would not be 
permitted to visit the delta, al- 
though it is in Romanian 
ritory. 

American planes have been shot 
at when deviating from: Balkan 
paths incomparably less impor- 
tant than those over the delta. 
The Russian Government, in .of- 
ficial statements and inspired 
articles, has emphatically opposed 
Anglo-American international con- 
trol plans. Such sentiments have 
been reprinted widely in the 
Communist-controlled press of 
eastern Europe. 

The Governments of Romania, 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia were 
placed in power by Moscow. or 
the Red Army and are under Rus- 
sian control. It thus seems that 
Russia's position in the delta is 
stronger than it ever has been 
during all previous history. The 
Russian czars fought terrible wars 
for the delta along with other 
aims throughout the century be- 
fore Lenin, and, historically, Rus- 
sian armies do not evacuate 
Romania easily or hastily. 

There have been well-founded 
reports that Russia does not in- 
tend actually to absorb the ter- 
ritory which constitutes the 
mouths of the Danube.

U.S..RUSSIA CLASH

REEDOM of navigation of the 
Danube through Austria is de- 
veloping now into a very tight 
diplomatic tussle between the 
United States and Russia.

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Ministers—has under its protective 
custody about 700 river craft, or 
roughly one-third the prewar total 
of bottoms used in traffic on the 
Danube by countries in central 
and southeastern Europe. 

Russia, which, through a net- 
work of “fifty-five companies” and 
the Yugoslav government monop- 
oly, has complete control of the 
Danube from the Black Sea 
through its zone in eastern Aus 
tria, has been pressing for release 
of these craft. In addition, the 
Soviet Union is claiming Austria's 
Danube shipping companies as a 
German asset under the Potsdam 
agreement but at the same time, 
quite paradoxically, is seeking to 
institute a fifty-fifty agreement 
with the new-recognized Russian 
directorship. 

Number of Ships Idle. 

In a recent explanation of the 
throttling of Austrian commerce 
through denial of use of the river 
until the question is settled, Jo- 
seph Bauer, director-general of 
the shipping comipany, boldly 
pointed out that the Russians have 
removed 204 ships, tugs, tankers 
and floating cranes that were 
Austrian, while the United States 
has 290 waiting to be turned over 
to Austria when there are guar- 
anties of freedom on the river 
to at least the Hungarian frontier. 
Bauer said his company,> which 
he considers was mostly Austrian- 
owned before the anschluss and 


partly Italian-owned, can in no 


way be viewed ag a German asset 
to be taken over by the Russians 
in Vienna. Only recently did the 
Russians withdraw from the com- 
pany’s offices in the British zone 
of the capital and move to the 
concern’s docks, over which they 
rbd now exercising complete con- 
trol.

The 
company contends, moreover, that 
the cargoes are overloaded and 
too dangerous. The Russians also 
have asked the company to get 
some business going toward Hun- 
gary, but have not replied to 
queries on costs of unloading and 
dock charges. 

The Americans, it {is believed, 
would be amenable to releasing 
Austrian-owned vessels, provided 
these would operate under Aus- 
tria’s flag without threat of seiz- 
ure in any zone in Austria. 

Before ships can even begin to 
ply the river, however, the present 
channel must be widened and this 
can be achieved only with Soviet 
consent to permit the necessary 
operations within the Soviet zone.

India Expected to At- 
tempt Formation of 
Anti- Imperialist 
Bloc.

NEW DELHI, India, July 13 
REE India’s ambitions in for- 
eign affairs likely will run to 
leadership of an Asiatic “anti- 
imperialist” bloc. 

As the second most populous 
state in the world, many party 
leaders believe India can use its 
new independence to encourage 
nationalist movements throughout 
southeastern Asia. 

Some weeks ago Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru, new president of the 
All-Indian National Congress party, 
made contact regarding food ne 
gotiations with Indonesian Premier 
Sutan Sjahrir which by-passed the 
Dutch. Nehru’s visit to Malaya 
was reported to have evoked 
strong nationalist reactions there. 
These signs, and other indica- 
tions, forecast the establishment 


southeastern Asia. 


Moslems’ Influence. 

The Moslems, who will dominate 
the northwest and probably the 
northeast groups of India’s future 
government, have declared their 
affinity with Islamic countries 
ranging from the Khyber Pass to 
the Atlantic coast of Africa. 

The Moslem leaguers stress the 
religious link with Afghanistan, 
Iran, Iraq and Turkey as the best 
guarantee against renewed mili- 
tary invasion of India via the his- 
toric route from the northwest. 
Some talk privately of an 
Islamic concord from the Near 
Bast to India to effect a joint 
policy in respect to Russia and 
Britain. They do not think the 
Arabs are very responsive now, 
however. 

Relations with China and Russia 
are being closely studied by men 
who cast their eyes beyond India’s 
borders. There are differences of 
opinion, so the most widely ac- 
cepted objective is to become 
friendly with both powers, but to 
remain fully independent of either. 

Friendly Talk of Russia. 

Appreciative mention of Russia 
has figured in recent political dis- 
cussions, partly as a threat to 
Britain. Soviet economic planning 
has many supporters in India, The 
Indian Communist party is not 
numerically strong, however, and 
leading nationalists are as wary of 
Russian imperialism as of British 
or American. 

Most Indians look toward the 
United States for increased trade 
and American know-how, but they 
are on guard against economic 
domination. Many desire closer 
cultufal and educational links, 
with the result that more Indian 
students will seek American col- 
lege careers and eventually Amer- 
ican professional standards will 
be more widely. accepted in India. 

With respect to Britain, many 
Indians acknowledge the tradi- 
tional connection and predict that 
India's political independence will 
improve relations among the two 
countries. Despite the long na- 
tionalist struggle, they expect that, 
except on the political level, India 
will recognize Britain's continued 
stake in their part of the world. 
They admit also that they will 
need Britain's help economically, 
and perhaps militarily, for some 
time longer. ; 

Diplomatic Experience. 

The Indian Foreign Office and 
diplomatic corps will require great 
numbers of new officials to deal 
with external affairs. The new 
government will be able to draw 
on Indian diplomatic experience 
gained in international confer- 
ences of various types since 1919. 

Other diplomats have been 
trained in high commissioner and

They have attained this posi- 
tion without for a moment weak- 
ening the strong and efficient in- 
ternal dictatorship of the party 
which, of course, vastly increases 
the position’s strategic value. 

In a democratically organized 
great power like France, this 
creates a very special situation of 
the deepest interest. 3 

First, one must inquire what 
the immediate results have been. 
These are most apparent in the 
field of foréign policy, In the 
domestic field, the Communist 
watchwords are still co-operation 
and reconstruction. One of the 
non-Communist ministers summed 
up the party attitude by remark- 
ing to your correspondent that 
at meetings of the cabinet, the 
“Communists only behaved as 
Communists when questions of 
nationalization of industry or of 
relations with the Soviet Union 
were under discussion.” 

In effect, the position of French 
Communists today neutralizes 
France in any dispute as to the 
future of Europe in which the 
Soviet Union may become in- 
volved with the other powers. 
Foreign Minister-President Georges 
Bidault has, indeed, confessed as 
much quite frankly. 

Hold Sort of Veto Right. 

The Communist power to halt 
French reconstruction dead in its 
tracks by calling strikes in every 
heavy industry, and the other 
powers gained by their extensive 
penetration of many sectors of 
French life, confer on the Com- 
munists a sort of right of veto 
over French foreign policy. 

This is only now becoming im- 
portant, when efforts to achieve 
some sort of solution of the basic 
German-Austrian problem are be- 
| mei to be made. The extraor- 

inary speech of Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov, to the Foreign 
Ministers’ meeting several days 
ago, revealed the immense diffi- 
culties that must be overcome be- 
fore any solution can be agreed 
upon between Russia and the 
West. 

If an over-all solution proves im- 
possible, as seems entirely likely, 
then the Western Powers will be 
driven to organize their own 
zones in the manner which geems 
best to them. 

But France holds one of the 
western zones in Germany, and 
French co-operation will be 
needed, Precisely here is where 
the French Communist influence 
has already been strongly felt. 

French Co-operation in Reich. 

Prior to the present meeting of 
the Foreign Ministers, an informal 
warning was transmitted from 
the French to the American Gov- 
ernment that French co-operation 
in any organization of western 
Germany would have to be sub- 
rosa at best. The plea was actual- 
ly made that no open, well-defined 
organization of western Germany 
be attempted by the United States 
and Britain. It was suggested, 
rather, than American and British 
policy in Germany should simply 
be made uniform, and based upon 
agreed principles. In this event, 
it was intimated, the French 
might be able to adopt the same 
principles and policy in their own 
zone, 

The impracticality of any such 
semi-clandestine solution of the 
hideously complex German prob- 
lem ought to be obvious to any- 
one, Yet this, it was indicated, 
was the best that the French 
Government could do, in view of 
the French Communist’ veto 


wer, 
The French Communists are 


‘not, of course, the only influence 


on present French policy. Another 
strong influence is the fear 
that in the event of war between 
Russia and the West—a possi- 
bility which all French leaders 
discuss openly—France would be 
occupied “as far as Brest by the 
Red Army.” The phrase con- 
stantly recurs in all conversa- 
tions with responsible men in 
France. 

Still another influence is the 
strong anti-British feeling preva- 
lent everywhere in higher French 
circles except among the Social- 
ists. The pride of Bidault was 
cut to the quick by the British 
handling of the problem of Syria 
and Lebanon. As a result, when 
British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin came to France some 
months ago with open hands to 
offer France equa] partnership in 
the western bloc in Europe, Bi- 
dault replied bitterly that he 
could not even consider the prop- 
osition until the “wound of the 
Levant” had been healed. The 
proposed salve was a concession 
to France on the question of the 
Ruhr and Rhineland. 


Fear of Germany. 


Finally, French policy is deep- 
ly influenced by the atavistic 
fear of Germany which leads 
France to insist on the trans- 
formation of the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land into a sort of permanent 
colonial area in the heartland of 
western civilization. 

The French Communists, in 
turn, who are nothing if not 
astu‘e, have done their best to 
strengthen all the subsidiary in- 
fluences tending to divide France 
from the United States and 
Britain. This is particularly true 
with respect to the German ques- 
tion, 

It is now generally believed 
that shortly after V-Day, a di- 
rective went out from the center 
at Moscow actually ° requiring 
Communist parties everywhere to 
take an ultra-nationalist line on 
such questions, even although 
they should be in conflict, as the 
French and German Communists 
are today. 


In any case, the French Com- 
munists have used all their power 
to inflame French opinion on the 
German question. In talking to 
C@nmunist leaders, one finds that 
it is a sort of King Charles’s 
head. Even if the main topie of 
conversation is entirely unrelated, 
no French Communist will spare 
a foreign visitor a few minutes 
of impassioned oratory on Ger- 
many. 

France “Holding Balance.” 

These are the reasons why 
France has, for the present, been 
neutralized. Bidault prefers to 
call it “holding the balance true 
between Russia and the West,” 
but this does not correctly portray 
the facts. 

The impossibility of a durable 
wor:d settlement without a radi- 
cal change in Russian policy is 
proved by every shred of evidence 
—the current negotiations here; 
the outlook for later negotiations 
on the German-Austrian frontier; 
the transactions of the United Na- 
tions Atomic Energy Commission, 
and s0 on. 

All informed diplomats, includ- 
ing the French, agree that no such 
change in Russian policy is to be 
looked for until the masters of the 
Kremlin are convinced that hard, 
practical Russian interests de- 
mand it. The passive semi- 
acquiescence of the chief western 
power in Europe is not likely to 
lead to any such conviction.

Russians Aiding Migration.

Others said the Polish brigade 
in the British occupation army 
has acted as a key link in the 
underground to aid the movement. 

Once in the United States zone 
the refugees get special treatment 
as victims of racial persecution. 
They get a ration of 2200 calories 
compared with 1375 for Germans. 
The 15 per cent who work get an 
extra ration. i 

While very few of the 76,000 
Jews now in the United States 
zone are stateless, practically all 
refuse to remain in Germany or 
return to their own countries. 

That is what creates the prob- 
lem, .The United States is the 
only country which by national 
policy provides a haven for such 
persecuted people in Europe. 
Hence the Jew is the only person 
who can enter the United States 
zone “illegally,” or without permit, 
and get an immediate preferred 
status. 


Of the 9,600,000 Jews who lived 
in Nazi-dominated Europe, it is 
estimated only about one million 
are left. Their methodical exter- 
mination in murder camps, gas 
vans and mass killings was the 
spearhead of terror in Hitler’s 
savage conquest of Europe. 

U. 8. Zone Their Best Bet.

Loss of Territory. 

But Italy faces her gravest test 
because of decisions in which the 
Italian people will have no part. 

After three years of acute un- 
certainty since the armistice, the 
Italians now at last are to learn 
what the peace treaty will provide. 

If the Italian people are con- 
fronted with unjust amputations 
of their territory, or with decisions 
which place some of their fellow 
citizens under alien sovereignty, 
Italy will be swept by a wave of 
blind nationalism which may not 
only impede all internal recon- 
struction but which may well 
bring on the epidemic of neo-Fas- 
cism of which Dr, de Gasperi has 
warned, 


The foreign ministers at Paris 
have decided that Italy must cede 
to France the regions of Briga 
and Tenda.

Lawyers and Historians Believe Evidence 
May Show Way to Peace in Pacific— 
Newspaper Men Seek Action and Say, ‘To 
Hell With History.’

Three Points of View. 

But it is no secret that the con- 
duct of the trial has aroused much 
controversy here in Allied circles. 
There seems to be three camps or 
points of view—first the military 
who argue that the trials should 
be conducted on the order of a 
military court-martial, to be fol- 
lewed (I am quoting a high Ameri- 
can officer) “by a public execution 
by shooting in front of the main 
entrance to the Emperor’s Palace.” 

Second, is the view of the law- 
yers and historians, of whom there 
are a plenty here, who have pos- 
terity in mind. They can see in 
their mind's eyes, thousands of 
students all over the world a dec- 
ade from now pouring over the 
printed records of the Tokyo trials 
to piece together the evidence in 
an Oriental drama whicl led to a 
terrible war. 
professors think that out of this 
mass of evidence concerning 
events dating back to the Man- 
churian incident of Sept. 18, 1931, 
may be found the means of head- 
ing off another world war, at 
least in the Pacific. 

Third, there is the view of the 
newspaper men who are covering 
the trials. They regard the trial 
as‘a “second-rate show,” as one of 
them expressed it in Stars and 
Stripes. They;claim the trial has 
lost its audience at the very be- 
ginning and allege that not even 
the Japanese are reading the ac- 
counts. They, the rewspaper men, 
declare, “To hell with’ history— 
let’s have some action that will 
put the Tokyo trial on the front 
pages, not only abroad, but here 
in Japan, where almost everybody 
,reads papers.” 

One newspaper man, represent- 
ing a press association, said last 
night, “The chief purpose of the 
trial is—or should be—to show the 
Japanese people how their leaders 
got them into a hell of a mess and 
wrecked their empire. That should 
disillusion them and ultimately in- 
spire them to make a fresh start 
in rebuilding their country. If we 
can't make the trials sufficiently 
interesting for people to read 
them, then we should call them 


off:” 
Death of Key Figure. 

Thus far the most dramatic de- 
velopment in the trial was the 
death of Yosuke Matsuoka, due to 
natural causes, in a Tokyo hos- 
pital. Matsuoka, in all probabil- 
ity, had more to do in bringing 
about the war in the Pacific than 
any other Japanese civilian. Sad 
to relate, Matsuoka was a product 
of American education. He was 
taken to the United States at an 
early age and was graduated 
from the University of Oregon. 
Matsuoka’s death probably 
cheated the international prosecu- 
tion of its most colorful prisoner, 
for it was Matsuoka who put the 
finishing touches to the Tripar- 
tite Pact—Japan, Germany, Italy 
~——-which started as the “Anti-Com- 
intern Pact” and ended as a mili- 
tary alliance of aggressors in 
Europe and Asia which forced the 
United States to fight two major 
wars, one in the Atlantic and the 
other in the Pacific, simultan- 
eously. 

Matsuoka served as managing 
director of the South Manchuria 
Railway, at Dairen, always a hot- 
bed of international intrigue and 
propaganda. Here he established 
contact with the leaders of the 
Kwantung, or Manchurian branch 
of the Imperial Japanese Army, 
who actually created the condi- 
tions and set the scenery for the 
war. 

Matsuoka’s ideas of the United 
States were of the most cynical 
character. He had an idea he 
could “fool all Americans all of 
the time,” by the use of clever 
publicity, in which connection he 
employed several clever American 
publicity experts and spent much 
Japanese money in that connec- 
tion. His speeches while in the 
United States were written by a 
clever New York columnist, were 
circulated by a high-powered pub- 
lic relations counselor, also in 
New York. Here in the Far East, 
his Manchurian publicity was han- 
died by another American, Henry 
W. Kinney, who flooded Ameri- 
can and other newspaper ‘offices 
over the world with attractive 
booklets telling of the glories of 
Manchuria under | the beneficent 
rule of Japan. 

Once, when Matsuoka was trav- 
eling in the United States, he 
happened to think of his “dear old 
school teacher who had befriended 
him in his youth.” He made a trip 
to her grave and erected a tomb- 
stone to show his appreciation for 
her friendly help—all of which 
was recorded in the public prints. 
Matsuoka was 66 years old; his 
death wus caused by tuberculosis.

HYDERABAD (DECCAN), In- 
dia, July 13 (AP)—A $125,000,000 
industrial development is being 
launched in this princely state, 
which encompasses 16,000,000 per- 
sons under an absolute monarch 
who is also the world’s richest 
man. 


From this fabulous city of glit- 
tering minarets and mud huts, 
modern buildings -and ancient 
mosques, of broad boulevards and 
tortuous alleys, seat for 700 years 
of Moslem rule over a vast Hindu 
population, will be directed the 
construction of-a vast project as 
modern in conception as the Ten- 
nessee Valley. Authority in 
America. 

As Hyderabad !s a mixture of 
old and new, so will the Godavari 
River Development, starting with 
an entirely new industrial town 
costing $5,000,000,' be set down 
amid an economy which contains 
vestiges of practices as old as 
time, Electric power, plus irriga- 
tion for lands expected to increase 
the state’s f supplies: by a 
million tons a year, constitute the 
heart os p project.

The Diaseaci River Development 
will require five to seven years to 
complete, says Col. E. W. Slaugh- 
ter, British engineer who drafted 
the plan in consultation with ex- 
perts of the Nizam’s government. 

Slaughter estimated that ap- 
p oximately half the $125,000,000 
will go toward capital works, in- 
cluding pow :r plants, railways 
and the new industrial city. This

down at a second station. Or, if 
it traveled the northern route, 
radar could pick it up at Attu, 
and we could knock it down at 
Kodiak. You can turn the map 
around, pick out*any other hypo- 
thetical enemy and arrive at the 
same result. Because we are going 
to have advanced bases east, west, 
north and south. 

There will be difficulties in 
getting other nations to accept 
our plans for some of the bases 
we want. Mention has been made 
of British reluctance to concede 
what we want in Funafuti, Can- 
ton and Christmas islands, Aus- 
tralia is not entirely happy over 
our plans for Manus. Russia may 
abject to the projected bases on 
Okinawa and Formosa, These are 
matters for diplomats to work out 
and the conversations are already 
under way. 

North of the equator the prob- 
lem is relatively simple, although 
not without complications. There 
the bases we need and did not al- 
ready have were either wrested 
from a defeated enemy, Japan, or 
will be sought with the co-oper- 
ation of friendly allies, as the 
Philippines and China, which now 
has sovereignty over Formosa. 

South of the equator the situ- 
ation is more complex, mainly be- 
cause some of the principal bases 
we need, and built during the war, 
were held under League of Na- 
tions mandates by Australia, New 
Zealand and Great Britain, 

Forms of Trusteeship. 

This brings up the troublesome 
question of United Nations trustee- 
ships, because the British Empire 
has signified its intention to sur- 
render the old League mandates 
for the new U.N. trusteeships. 
The trusteeships problem exists 
north of the equator, too, but there 
it is one to be solved by definition 
of American policy, and south of 
the equator there is the question 
not only of what we want but of 
accommodating our policy to the 
policies of other interested na- 
tions, 

Our Army, Navy and Air Forces 
are cool toward the idea of trus- 
teeships for important strategic 
basis, but the State Department, 
recalling the Atlantic Charter’s 
assurance that we seek no new 
territories, leans toward accept- 
ance of trusteeships, 

The armed forces, recognizing 
that trusteeships are in order 
when a considerable native popu- 
lation is involved—as on Okinawa, 
for instance—finds little justifi- 
cation for them in dealing with

Before the war most of these 
names were strange and meaning- 
less to most American ears, What 
the names stood for were mere 
dots on the spreading blue which 
represented the Pacific Ocean on 
the maps which hung in school 
classrooms, 

The war gave them a new and 
vital meaning in terms of Amer- 
ican security. It was spelled out 
in newspaper headlines which told 
of island-hopping invasions, cost- 
ly in blood and treasure. 

There is a better way to obtain 
the bases essential to our national 


teeship, one for strategic, the 
other for non-strategic areas. Our 
concern is solely with the strate- 
gic areas. 

We start with possession, north 
of the equator, of most of the 
strategic bases we want. If we 
are to seek trusteeship status for 
them, the charter requires us to 
consult with ‘other nations “di- 
rectly concerned,” and, if they ap- 
prove, the United States then asks 
the U.N. Security Council for sole 
trusteeship. If the council as- 
sents, we have, for all practical 
purposes, unrestricted control, 
U.N, may ask at any time to in- 
spect a base under trusteeship, 
but the trustee decides whether to 
permit that. 


If the Security Council should 
decline to approve a trusteeship 
—an unlikely event because the 
nations “directly concerned” 
would have given approval before 
the matter reached the council— 
there is still the old rule that pos- 
session is nine points of the law. 
However the political questions 
may be resolved, the work of im- 
proving the anchorages and air- 
fields of our wartime bases is 
going forward. This had been 
planned Anyway, on the assump- 
tion that the war would last at 
least through this year. Such 
work must carried on if the 
installations are not to be sur- 
rendered to the ever-encroaching 
jungles, which could in short or- 
der swallow up a neglected facili- 
ty. 
Importance of Triangle. 

The Guam-Saipan-Tinian corner 
of the basic triangle will closely 
approach in importance to the 
Navy the Pacific fleet’s head- 
quarters at Hawaii, but is of even 
greater strategic value to the 
Army Air Force which has con- 
structed tremendous air facilities 
there. 

Hardly of lesser importance is 
the base at Manus, sometimes re- 
ferred to as “the Guam of the 
South.”

Its best harbor can accommodate

Outside the Hawali-Marianas- 
Manus triangle secondary bases 
would be maintained in the Phil- 
ippines; in the Bonin and Vol- 
cano islands within fighter-plane 
range of the Japanese mainland; 
and on Okinawa and Formosa. 
Kodiak and Adak would be our 
principal bases on the northern 
flank, with Dutch Harbor, also 
in the Aleutians, descending to re- 
serve status.

Not for Followers 


Of 'Father' Divine

6 ‘ ATHER” DIVINE is still able to put on a royal feast 
tS for his followers despite shortages, The banquet table 
almost sags with roast beef, ham, lamb and chicken, 
all at one anaes. mesial Take idea pick of white, rye, whole 
LE LE OLLIE “ wheat or even pumpernickle. 
And with lots of butter. 
Whether this is true in all 
the missions operated by the 
Divine sect would take a 
lot of traveling to prove. 
But it was a fact one night, 
at least, in “Father” Divine’s 
No. 1 “heaven,” now located 
{mn Philadelphia, I partook 
of the feast. This chief mis- 
sion at Broad and Catherine 
streets heads the list of al- 
most one hundred hotels, 
restaurants and homes listed 
in the “New Day,” Divine’s 
weekly paper. These s0- 
called “peace” missions and 
extensions are located in 
eleven of the United States, 
Australia, British West In- 
dies, Canada, England, Ha- 
waii, Panama, Switzerland 
and Palestine. There are 
places of abode for an esti- 
mated two million followers. The Rev. M. J. Divine, as he 
prefers to be known, keeps no record of the number of his 
followers. Also, there is no way of finding out just how long 
he has been preaching. If you ask a follower, he will merely 
reply that “Fdther Divine has, of course, existed forever.” In 
the New Day, it says: “He has lived through 42 generations, 


- and 32 lynch mobs.”

His followers firmly believe that he is immortal 
and so are they. One young secretary said they all 
expect to live for “millions of years” so long as they 
follow Father Divine’s teachings, “The reason for this,” 
she said, “is that he teaches us to live without sin.”

@ THE BESTOWER USED TO HAVE his main headquarters 
in New York’s Harlem, but the “unbelieving” New York police 
department has a grievance against “Father Divine.” So he 
turned to the city of Brotherly Love, His chief residence is at 
Philadelphia headquarters. But every peace mission in the 
world has a “Father Divine suite” reserved for him in case he 
should drop in. Actually, as one young devotee stated, “his 
physical presence is not needed for us to know he’s around, 
There are certain things you should know. First, Father Divine 
teaches Americanism—exactly what’s written in the Bill of 
Rights and the Pible. Therefore, we regard all followers as 
Americans.” The main headquarters consists of two adjoining 
buildings, about five stories high. One building features a public 
dining room, which offers filling meals for ten or fifteen cents 


despite the current inflationary prices. Also in the building are 


a free barber shop, a free employment agency, and a sewing 
shop which clothes any unfortunate and accepts “whatever they 
fee] is right.” The adjoining building has a set of sitting rooms, 
a large banquet hall, and dormitories for the permanent 


“angels.”

I was invited to a feast with Father Divine and 300 
of his devoted “death-proof” followers. Only about 70— 
pilgrims from all over the world—could sit at the spot- 
lessly clean table. The rest crowded into the room and 
watched, The banquet fare was far more abundant than 


the fifteen-cent meal. It was only for regular followers, 
while the fifteen-center is for any person at all who is 
hungry. f 

The menu for the fifteen cent meal that was posted 
on a wall of the public dining room read: “Peace to all. 
Roast beef, pigs’ ears, luncheon ham, baked fish.” When 
I expressed interest in the abundance of the food, a 
follower named Job Patience explained that all food is 


purchased in the regular markets.

@ THERE ARE USUALLY SIX OR SEVEN banquets during 
a day, but “Father” Divine sits with the followers only at 
certain hours. He is a short, heavy-set, tired-looking man, and 
was dressed in a blue, shiny jacket with five or six emblems 
on his laps. The followers filled the meal-time with singing, 
swaying, clapping hands, clashing symbals, and shouted testi- 
monials of faith. Fifteen secretarys sat at the long, T-shaped 
table and took down every word the “Messiah” uttered. The 
mob of persons who jammed the long narrow dining hall was 
a mixture of white and Negro, and there were at least four 
times as many women as men. All the food was touched by 
Divine, which made it “Divinated.” First came the vegetables 
— mashed potatoes, crushed corn, succotash, string beans, and 
a weird green concoction that looked like seaweed. All was in 
huge, glass bowls and heaped high. Then came the meats, piled 
on the large platters. And as Father Divine touched them, he 
stuck a serving fork into the meat.

_ She Outwitted the Japanese 


How St. Louis-Born Nurse Risked Death as Leader 
of an Underground Organization That Smuggled 


Supplies to U.S. Prisoners of War in Philippines

WASHINGTON, July 13. 


NE of the remarkable stories 

of the war has come to light 

through legislation to reim- 
burse Brevet First Lt. Margaret 
Utinsky of the Philippine guer- 
rillas, a native of St. Louis, for 
$9820 spent aiding American pris- 
oners of the Japanese. 

Mrs. Utinsky, whose husband, 
John P, Utinsky, formerly of 
Springfield, Ill, died in Caba- 
natuan prison camp, remained in 
the islands during the entire oc- 
cupation and built up an under- 
ground organization known as the 
“Miss U.” 

In constant danger, she was 
jailed and beaten brutally by the 
Japanese who came to suspect 
her. For two and a half years her 
organization distributed as much 
as $25,000 a month to war pris- 
oners, in addition to food and 
clothing. ' For a good dea] of this 
money she obtained signed re- 
ceipts which are in the hands of 


the War Department and which 


have proved a considerable aid in 
tracing American soldiers. 

Mrs, Utinsky was born in St. 
Louis in August 1900. Her father, 
James P. Doolin, was a_ close 
friend of Rupert M. Allan, of 
Eureka, and not long ago, unable 
to lecate a record of her birth in 
St. Louis or St. Louis county, she 
asked Allan to sign an affidavit as 
to her place of birth so she could 
prove her United States citizen- 
ship. Her parents died before she 
was four years old, and she was 
reared by relatives in Alberta, 
Canada. 

Now undergoing treatment’ at 
Walter Reed Hospital here, the 
small, pretty woman still shows 
the effects of her experiences, 
which she related to the Post-Dis- 
patch in an interview at the home 
of friends. Army surgeons have 
repaired her jaw, broken by a Jap 
inquisitor, but theré are scars of 
cigarette burns on her forearms 
and legs, and she has a tendency 
to become upset emotionally when 
describing her adventures. For the 
most part, however, she can view 
tleem objectively and her hazel 
eyes sparkle when she recalls 
some of their amusing aspects, 

Her eyes were unusually bright 
the other day when 300 former 
prisoners she had aided gave a 
dinner dance for her at the swank 
Mayflower Hotel. Their gratitude, 
she said, was reward enough. A 
more tangible manifestation may 
be the Distinguished Service 
Cross, for which she is being con- 
sidered. 

Mrs. Utinsky, a trained nurse, 
went to the Philippines im 1927 
with her young son, Charles G. 
Rowley, now a lieutenant in the 
Merchant Marine, after the death 
of her first husband. She intended 
to make a visit of a few months, 
but stayed on and married Utin- 
sky, a civil engineer employed by 
the War Department. 

She returned briefly just before 
the war but was back in Manila 


when civilians were being sent to. 


Her son remained 
here, Utinsky put her aboard the 
last ship for home, complete with 
an orchid and wishes for a bon 
voyage, but she skipped down the 
gangplank and watched the vessel 
put out into the bay.

bor was bombed. She directed a 
canteen for a time and made up 
her mind, as the Japs approached 
Manilla, that she would not be 
interned. 

Thinking, as did many others, 
that it would be only a matter of 
a few days before the United 
States forces re-entered the city, 
she prepared to hide out in her 
second-floor apartment. Army 
commissaries were thrown open 
as the troops withdrew and she 
filled six taxicabs and two laun- 
dry trucks with food which she 
stored in her home. Her plan 
was to re-open a canteen when 
the Americans returned. 

She stayed in hiding in the 
apartment 10 weeks, ignoring the 
knocks of the Japanese at the 
door of the first floor, which was 
vacant. At the end of this time 
she induced her husband's former 
chauffeur, a Filipipo, to obtain 
papers identifying her as Miss 
Rosena Utinsky, a Lithuanian 
reared in Canada. She chose this 


nationality because there were no- 


Lithuanian officials in Manila. 
Consequently, the Japanese would 
have. difficulty checking her 
story. She then destroyed all her 
documents that might disclose her 
identity.

S a nurse, she went to Ba- 
A tase to assist a Filipino doc- 

tor and after the March of 
Death was-able, through loyal 
Filipinos, to smuggle a small 
quantity of drugs to American 
doctors interned at Camp O’Don- 
nell, Witnessing the suffer- 
ing of the Americans, as they were 
driven out to work on fields and 
roads, she decided to devote as 
much time as she dared to getting 
supplies to them. She often wept, 
she said, at the inadequacy of her 
efforts. 


She began to make three and 
four trips a week by train from 
her well-stocked apartment to 
Camp O’Donnell, storing food and 
medicine in the house of the Fili- 
pino doctor, This was smuggled 
into Camp O’Donnell in ambu- 
lances which were bringing sick 
Filipinos out. The Japs irispected 
them only as they left the camp. 


Filipino men and women 
volunteered to help. 

When the prisoners were shifted 
to the camp near Cabanatuan, 
where her husband, who was cap- 
tured on Corregidor, died in 
August, 1942, it was necessary to 
erevise the system. Most of her 
work was in assisting prisoners at 
Cabanatuan, though the Miss U 
assisted persons in four other 
prisons, 


Through a German friend, whom 
the Japanese thought was a Nazi, 
Mrs. Utinsky obtained a pass to 
deliver relief supplies to “the peo- 
ple of Cabanatuan.” The Japs, of 
course, meant the Filipinos in the 
town, Mrs. Utinsky didn’t. She 
went to Juan Elizalde for assist- 
ance. He was one of the four 
noted polo-playing brothers, an- 
other of whom, Joaquin Miguel 
Elizalde, was resident commis- 
sioner in Washington during part 
of the war, 


Juan Elizalde, who is thought to 
have been murdered by the Japs, 
owned a distillery and gave Mrs. 
Utinsky a truck and the alcohol 
with which to operate it. Later, 
he sent her a monthly donation 
of money and food. 

Mrs. Utitisky then rented a stall 
in the Cabanatuan public market, 
where she stored food, shoes and 
clothing. Prisoners, who were 
given a small allowance by the 
Japanese, could get this merchan- 
dise free. They were enabled to 
buy other articles with money 
smuggled to them in the following 
manner: 

Each day about 1000 men were 
let out of the prison camp to work 
in the fields cultivating food for 
the Japs. They were under heavy 
guard, but Filipinos were allowed 
to mingle with them selling fruit 
and beans from baskets. In sell- 
ing a prisoner a sack of beans, 
for example, the Filipino would in- 
close several paper bank notes in 
the note given the prisoner as 
change from the purchase price, 

To get her enterprise started, 
Mrs. Utinsky sold her household 
furnishings, her jewelry, her 
clothes and later her husband's 
clothes. As the project expanded, 
she began to solicit funds from 
Chinese, Swiss, Filipino and other 
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friends, with the result that she 
eventually outgrew the truck and 
rented a box car on the Japanese 
railroad. 

“One of my troubles,” she said, 
“was convincing people that I was 
actually getting money into the 
camp. I realized that if I was go- 
ing to be able to collect any large 
amount, I would have to prove it.” 

So she devised and elaborate 
system of receipts. She and the 
Filipinos, of whom about 50 event- 
ually were associated with her, 
would spot the prisoners who ap- 
peared to need assistance most 
by. the numbers on their hats. She 
then would draw up a list of 10 
to 20 numbers with the amount 
of money each was to get. The 
list and money were placed in a 
package of cigarettes and handed 
to key officers by the fruit vend- 
ors. The funds were distributed 
inside the camp. The prisoners 
would sign their names and the 
list would be returned through 
the vendors, The men often sent 
out “thank you” notes.

ceipts to friends in Manila and 

asked them to agree to sup- 
port one or more persons on the 
lists. Thenceforth the money 
often was forwarded to individ- 
uals. Prisoners were sent only a 
small amount at a time to avoid 
suspicion. Nevertheless, the Japs 
soon learned money was entering 
the camp and at one point seg- 
regated and tortured 40 men to 
try to learn the source. They 
were unsuccessful, but eventually 
were tipped off by an American 
collaborationist that “Miss U” was 
an American and might know 
something. Fortunately, the tip- 
ster’s memory wasn’t very good, 
She couldn’t remember Miss U’s 
name, 

The Japs finally arrested Mrs. 
Utinsky and held her in Fort 
Santiago prison for 32 days. This 
was in the fall of 1943. They 
learned there had been a John 
Utinsky and that Mrs, Utinsky 
had been in the United States in 
1940. To squeeze more informa- 
tion from her they hanged her by 
the wrists and beat her with belts, 
forced her to kneel on a bamboo 
rack for as long as 12 hours, 
burned her and threatened her by 
beating a white man to death 
and beheading four Filipinos in 
her presence. 

John Utinsky, she explained, 
was a Lithuanian cousin who had 
married an Igorot and lived in 
the hills. She was ashamed of 
John, she said, and hadn’t seen 
him for years. The Japs sent out 
a searching party. They had no 
luck, of course. 

She had more trouble with the 
account of her visit to the United 
States, and decided to tell as 
much of the truth as possible. In 
reply to questions, she said she 
came here to see the tall buildings

Fair at San Francisco, and 
stopped off in San Antonio (where 
she once lived) to see a rodeo. 

“What date was that?” asked 
the Japanese interrogator. 

“IT said ‘Fourth.of July,’” Mrs. 
Utinsky related, “and then I knew 
I shouldn’t have. He jumped out 
of his chair and punched me in 
the jaw, knocking me to the 
floor. I lay there spitting teeth 
and blood. You don't get up till 
a Jap tells you to,” 

“*Don’t you know that’s a great 
feast day in America,’ he said 
through the interpreter. I said I 
didn’t. Then he wanted to know 
what a rodeo was. I told him. ‘Ha,’ 
that stupid flat-face said, ‘a cow 
fight.’ ” 

Unable to obtain the informa- 
tion they sought, the Japs released 
her, Her first action, she said, 
was to visit a community of Irish 
priests and make arrangements to 
join the Catholic Church. She 
then entered a hospital for six 
weeks, and later became a nurse 
in a Filipino hospital in Manila 
as a blind while she continued her 
smuggling activities. These she 
carried on until September 1944 
when, warned by the Catholic un- 
derground that the Japs were go- 
ing to arrest her again, she fled 
to Bataan. 
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HE had been sending money 

and supplies to the Second 

Guerrilla Regiment headed by 
Cols. John P. Boone, Frank Lloyd 
and Royal Reynolds, and, bur- 
dened with cash, medicines, a 
cat and the 3-year-old daughter of 
a Filipino woman who had as- 
sisted her and had been impris- 
oned, she set out for Bataan at 
night. On reaching the regiment, 
she was commissioned by Col. 
Boone. 

She remained with the guerillas 
as a nurse until United States 
troops landed’ at Lingayen Gulf 
early in 1945, and then joined 
them, riding a feeble horse and 
carrying the baby and two pistols. 

“You can imagine what the 
sentries began to yell when they 
saw me coming,” Mrs. Utinsky 
said. “‘Pistol Packin’ Mama, lay 
that pistol down!’ They asked me 
if I was an American, and for the 
first time in four years I could 
say ‘yes.’” 

Mrs. Utinsky returned to the 
United States a little more than a 
year ago and found her troubles 
were not over. In order to obtain 
a widow's pension and her hus- 
band’s Government insurance, she 
had to prove her identity and 
that she was married to Utinsky. 
She had destroyed all her records. 
On the strength of her Missouri 
background, she went to Senator 
Forrest C. Donnell. 

“Oh, that man!” she exclaimed. 
“Did he brush me off! ‘Very in- 
teresting case,’ he said, ‘blah, blah, 
blah.’ Later I went to see his 
secretary and he didn’t even ask 
me to sit down. What he told 
me was all wrong.” 

She got different treatment, 
however, from Representative 
John J. Cochran of St. Louis, and 
his secretary, Frank Karsten, who 
took an interest in her, As a re 
sult of their efforts, it was learned 
that a copy of her marriage cer- 
tificate existed. It had been se- 
creted with some church records, 
although the original in the Ma- 
nila City Hall was destroyed, 

The bill to reimburse her was 
introduced by Representative 
Dan R. McGehee (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, chairman of the House 
Claims Committee, after an in- 
vestigation and favorable report 
by a member of the committee, 
William A. Pittenger (Rep.), Min- 
nesota. It has passed the House 
ahd is pending in the Senate. 

Mrs. Utinsky wants to return to 
the Philippines when she has re- 
covered her health, and at pres- 
ent is trying to persuade the fam- 
ilies of men who died there to 
leave the bodies in the islands, 
where she hopes a memoria] ceme- 
tery will be located.

BATAVIA, Ill, July 13. 

ELLOW industrialists of the 
F Fox River Valley were neither 

surprised nor sorry when the 
Senate War Investigating Commit- 
tee disclosed political and fi- 
nancial skulduggery in the war 
production program of the Ba- 
tavia-Erie Basin munitions com- 
bine dominated by the mysterious 
Garsson brothers, 


The straight-forward folk of 
this compact farming and indus- 
trial area agree that the Garssons 
and their associates, A. B. Gell- 
man and J. T. Weiss, “produced,” 
but how they did it was something 
else. More than one rival plant 
operator had his own suspicions 
long ago and all discerning per- 
sons who dealt with the combine 
directors recognized them as 
shrewd operators. 

War contracts totaling $78,094,- 
101 were “just slapped into the 
Batavia-Erie Basin companies,” 
this correspondent was told by a 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice man, who asked that his name 
be withheld. Operating profits 
through June 1945 have been 
placed at $13,348,213, with net 
profits put at $8,696,344. 

Spark-plug of the operation was 
Dr. Henry Garsson, described as 
“sharp, cute-talking and shrewd.” 
The doctor prefix is said to relate 
to a degree in engineering or 
science, rather than medicine. 
Henry gave most of his attention 
to Batavia Metal Products, Inc., 
while Gellman ably ran the show 
at Erie Basin Metal Products, 
Inc., in Elgin, 22 miles north. 


“Doc Garsson always had an ace 
up his sleeve,” the Employment 
Service man observed. “There were 
some terrific battles over the labor 
supply for the Batavia plant, 
which was constantly trying to 
hike its employment ceiling. This 
was especially acute when the 
War Department slapped the 
eight-inch shell contract into Ba- 
tavia before the plant was ready 
for it. Other plants were held 
down, but Batavia always ended 
up with what it wanted. It was 
quite obvious that Doc Garsson 
had connections in the right 
places.” 

Dr. Garsson’s labor relations 
tactics did not make things any 
easier for other industrialists. 
High wages (there were no estab- 
lished Union scales), generous 
bonuses and celebration outings 
and parties made Batavia Metal 
Products, Inc., a mighty attrac- 
tive work shop to its 800 to 900 
employes, as well as to a lot of 
workers in other plants. 

“There was talk that the rest of 
us might just as well shut up 


shop, that Garsson was going to 
build up a great postwar business 
and that it was foolish for a me- 
chanic to work for anyone else,” 
said G. Rad Stevens, manufactur- 
er and former president of the 
Elgin Chamber of Commerce. — 


The bonuses were termed “fan- 
tastic” by Emil J. Benson, lead- 
ing Batavia attorney and brother 
of Arnold Benson, publisher and 
Illinois Director of Agriculture. 
“There were $500 and $1000 bonus 
checks for office employes, and 
other bonuses down the line,” 
Emil Benson related. “You can 
imagine the effect on other work- 
ers, who considered $100 or $200 
a nice gift.” 


A big day in Batavia was July 
16, 1944, when Garsson Park was 
dedicated with fanfare and patri- 
otic speeches. The park, former- 
ly Glenwood Pafk, had been 
leased by Batavia Metal from the 
Chicago, Aurora & Elgin Railroad. 
During the course of its career 
the park had served both the 
CCC and the WPA, and Dr. 
Garsson proposed that the build- 
ings in the grove be converted 
to housing returned veterans, who 
would be given jobs in his plant. 


Frank Longyear, works man- 
ager, introduced Dr. Garsson in 
“an eloquent manner,” the Ba- 
tavia Herald recorded, and then 
the great man addressed the 1800 
persons attending as follows: 


“In the words of Abraham Lin- 
coln, it is rather for us tobe 
dedicated to the great task re- 
maining before us—not a single 
task, but a two-fold task. First, 
doing our share toward winning 
the war, and second doing our 
share to provide for the economic 
welfare of the boys who are re- 
turning from service. 


“Toward the first of these aims, 
Batavia Metal Products, Inc., has 
made a creditable showing. We 
were the largest producers of 
wood pipe for the United States 
Engineers and the largest pro- 
ducers of bomb noses for’ the 
Chemical Warfare Service» More 
than a million mortar shells have 
been produced at Elgin, and we 
have produced for the Navy and 
for the Quartermaster. 

“While making these military 
supplies we have also contributed 
by making railroad supplies and 
farm equipment. (Dr. Garsson 
did not mention compacts and 
cigarette cases, which were being 
produced at the Illinois Watch 
Case Co. run by Gellman and 
Weiss.)

Both 
brothers have residences listed in 
the Manhattan directory. 

“Who’s Who in American 
Jewry” describes Murray Garsson 
as a former captain of the special 
division of the New York City 
Police; a producer of films and a 
builder of theaters; member of 
the Georgia State Canal Commis- 
sion; Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of Labor under Presi- 
dent Hoover, and a lecturer” on 
agricultural and patriotic sub- 
jects.”
